D on Clippinger, a longtime 
racing writer and editor 
who won an Eclipse 
Award for an article published 
in Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred in 
1996, is now communications 
consultant for the Fair Hill, 
Md.-based National Steeple¬ 
chase Association. 

Clippinger, who retired as 
editorial director of Thorough¬ 
bred Times Co. at the end of 
2009, began his new duties in 
February. 

“My horse-racing roots are in 
steeplechasing,'' said Clippinger, 
who is a native of Pennsylvania. 
“The first horse race I ever 
attended was the Radnor Hunt 
Races in the late 1970s. Many of 
my early lessons in racing were

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WEST VIRGINIA RESTORES 
10-10-10 PROGRAM 


W est Virginia's 10-10-10 
breeding incentive plan, 
established in the early 
1960s and halted in 2007 due 
to a shortage of funds, is set to 
resume this month. 

The program offers bonuses 
amounting to 10 percent of 
the winner's share of the purse 
to the owner (provided he or 
she is a bona fide West Virginia 
resident), breeder and stallion 
owner of West Virginia-bred 
and/ or West Virginia-sired 
horses who win any race in 
West Virginia. 

The state legislature passed 
a measure to authorize fund¬ 
ing in March, and the enabling 


legislation was signed into law 
on April 2 by Governor Joe 
Manchin. 

John McKee, a longtime 
West Virginia breeder/owner, 
spearheaded the effort to bring 
back the program, in conjunc¬ 
tion with Ken Lowe, presi¬ 
dent of the local Horsemen's 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association. 

As McKee explained, the 
program ran into trouble when 
its original funding source — 
revenue from uncashed pari¬ 
mutuel tickets—dwindled, even 
as expanded gaming pushed 
purses at Charles Town and 
Mountaineer Park to new 


heights. High-tech pari-mutuel 
devices have resulted in fewer 
tickets remaining uncashed. 

The West Virginia Racing 
Commission's Special Account, 
which funds the 10-10-10 pro¬ 
gram, will receive a $3 million 
infusion from slots proceeds. 

By the end of July, the pro¬ 
gram is expected to distribute 
the approximately $4.7 million 
in bonuses that went unpaid 
over the past three years. 

After that, approximately 
$1.5 million will be available 
each year, to be calculated and 
disbursed on a quarterly basis. 

“If the demand is high, it 
may not be 10-10-10," McKee 
explained. “It could be 9-9-9. 
But if there are funds left over 
at the end of one quarter, they 
will carry over to the next." 

Senator Herb Snyder, whose 
district includes Charles Town 


Races & Slots, deserves much 
of the credit for the passage 
of the legislation, according to 
McKee. 

“He made this his main 
objective, and worked hard on 
it," McKee said. 

West Virginia's 10-10-10 
program, designed to promote 
breeding of Thoroughbreds 
and help preserve open farm¬ 
land, was among the first of its 
kind in the nation. 

Itis a separate entity from the 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Development Fund, which 
began in 1984 and also pro¬ 
vides incentives for breeding 
and racing in the state.

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EQUINE INJURY DATABASE 
STATISTICS RELEASED 
BY THE JOCKEY CLUB 


T he Jockey Club has 
released a North Amer¬ 
ican fatality rate for Thor¬ 
oughbreds based on a prelim¬ 
inary analysis of data collect¬ 
ed over a one-year period in 
the Equine Injury Database, 
the North American data¬ 
base for racing injuries. 

The Equine Injury Data¬ 
base, which grew out of a need 
identified at the first Welfare 
and Safety of the Racehorse 
Summit in Lexington, Ky., in 
October 2006, was launched 
in July 2008. It is part of an 
industry-wide emphasis on 
the protection of the health 
and welfare of its equine ath¬ 
letes, and the collection of 
data is the first step in the 
process of examining and 
preventing athletic injuries in 
the race horse. 

Based upon a year’s worth 
of data beginning November 
1, 2008, from 378,864 total 
starts in Thoroughbred flat 
races at 73 race tracks partici¬ 
pating in the Equine Injury 
Database, 2.04 fatal injuries 
were recorded per 1,000 starts. 

The analysis was per¬ 
formed by Dr. Tim Parkin, a 
veterinarian and epidemiolo¬ 
gist from the University of 
Glasgow, who serves as a 
consultant on the project. 

“Data collected from a 
broad cross-section of race 
tracks in the United States 
and Canada will serve as an 
important tool for race tracks 
seeking benchmarks concern¬ 
ing the safety of race horses,” 
said Dr. Parkin. “Over time, 
as data continues to be added, 
the database should yield 
numerous trends and factors 
associated with racing inju¬ 
ries and lead to strategies for 
their prevention.” 


Race tracks currently have 
tools provided by InCom- 
pass Solutions Inc. to ana¬ 
lyze data collected at their 
respective facilities. In early 
April, InCompass will make 
available an enhanced mod¬ 
ule that automates selected 
reports. 

“Analysis of data in the 
Equine Injury Database is 
ongoing,” explained Matt 
Iuliano, executive vice presi¬ 
dent and executive director of 
The Jockey Club. “Dr. Parkin 
is scheduled to report addi¬ 
tional analysis and insights 
on the matter at the third 
Welfare and Safety of the 
Racehorse Summit on June 
28 and 29 at Keeneland.” 

The Jockey Club, through 
two of its for-profit subsid¬ 
iary companies, InCompass 
and The Jockey Club Tech¬ 
nology Services Inc., has 
underwritten the cost to 
develop and operate the 
database as a service to the 
industry. By agreement with 
the participating race tracks, 
from time to time The Jockey 
Club may publish certain 
summary statistics from the 
Equine Injury Database, but 
will not provide statistics that 
identify specific participants, 
including race tracks, horses 
or persons. 

Eighty-one race tracks and 
the National Steeplechase 
Association participate in 
the Equine Injury Database, 
representing 86 percent of 
the flat racing days in North 
America. A list of race tracks 
participating in the Equine 
Injury Database can be found 
at www.j ockeyclub.com/ini- 
tiatives.asp.

caring homes. 

Horses in CANTER Mid 
Atlantic’s care are boarded on 
farms deemed appropriate for 
the health and well-being of 
the horse. The group is cur¬ 
rently managing the care of 24 
ex-race horses who have begun 
the rehabilitation and retrain¬ 
ing process. Financial support 
provided by Charles Town is 
expected to strengthen these 
efforts. 

CANTER Mid Atlantic vol¬ 
unteers frequently visit Charles 
Town and the Maryland tracks, 
to meet with owners and train¬ 
ers of horses who are ready 
to retire from racing and are 
capable of beginning a second 
career.

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B reeder/owner Alan S. 
Kline is devoted to his 
land and his horses. For 
proof of that, one need only 
visit his 120-acre Honey Acres 
Farm in Boyds, Md. There, liv¬ 
ing the good life in an idyllic 
setting, is the 29-year-old pen¬ 
sioner S. S. Hot Sauce. 

S. S. Hot Sauce (by the Key 
to the Mint son Sauce Boat) 
has spent his entire life with 
his breeder. 

Kline engaged in a heat¬ 
ed bidding war with the late 
Maryland breeder Jerold C. 
Hoffberger to buy S. S. Hot 
Sauce’s dam, Electric Blanket, 
(for $130,000) from the con¬ 
signment of Alfred G. Van¬ 
derbilt’s Sagamore Farm at the 
1980 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
November sale. 

By *Le Fabuleux out of 
Vanderbilt’s stellar race mare 
Cold Comfort (1967, Nearctic; 
Matron S, Barbara Fritchie H, 
Gallorette H, Hempstead H, 
etc.), Electric Blanket was car¬ 
rying S. S. Hot Sauce, her sec¬ 
ond foal, at the time of the 
purchase. 

After signing the ticket, 
Kline went back to the barn 
area and introduced himself to 
Vanderbilt. 

“I hadn’t been in the busi¬ 
ness all that long at that point, 
and I really didn’t know who 
he was,” Kline recalled. “So I 
asked, Why did you sell this 
horse?’ He told me that he 
had the whole family at the 
farm already; he felt like he had 
the best [that family] was ever 
going to produce. So I looked 
at him and I said, Well let me 
tell you this—you just sold the 
wrong horse. Watch what hap¬ 
pens here.’” 

Electric Blanket foaled her 
compact but powerfully built 
bay colt on April 2, 1981, at 
Honey Acres. 

“I sent him to Kentucky to 
the yearling sale, but he had a 


cut on his ankle at the time,” 
Kline recalled. “And back then, 
buyers wouldn’t look at any¬ 
thing that had a mark on it. So 
I bought him back for $10,000 
and thought, Well, I’ll race him 
myself.’” 

Sent to trainer Jack Kousin, 
S. S. Hot Sauce made six starts 
as a 2-year-old in the fall of 
1983, breaking his maiden in 
his third attempt, a six-fur¬ 
long maiden special weight at 
Laurel. In his final outing that 
year, he bested heavily favored 
Pied A’ Tierre and the filly Me 
Darlin Anna B. to score a half- 
length victory in the Maryland 
Juvenile Championship under 
“Cowboy” Jack Kaenel. 

Launching his 3-year-old 
season in January, S. S. Hot 
Sauce made 10 starts that year, 
running exclusively in stakes 
company. With Larry Saumell 
in the irons, he triumphed 
in the seven-furlong Bowie 
Stakes in February, defeating 
American Artist and Judge Me 
Guire. In his next start, the 
General George Stakes, the 
order switched around, with 
American Artist first, Judge 
McGuire second and S. S. Hot 


Sauce third. Undeterred, S. S. 
Hot Sauce followed up three 
weeks later with a victory in 
die mile and a sixteenth Prince 
George’s Stakes over a sloppy 
Bowie surface, with Epilogue 
and Rambler Red in the place 
and show positions. 

Those contests were to be 
his best efforts. S. S. Hot Sauce 
faced the starter five more times, 
in graded stakes, between April 
and July 1984, but his perfor¬ 
mances began to tail off as he 
faced such high-profile foes as 
Gate Dancer, Carr de Naskra, 
Play On, At the Threshold and 
Big Pistol. Then he suffered 
a life-threatening breakdown, 
fracturing both front sesamoids 
in a training accident. 

The oudook was grim. 
‘Both the vet and the black¬ 
smith thought I should put him 
down immediately because he 
was going to have a terrible 
life,” said Kline. “But I don’t 
think I’ve ever listened to a 
veterinarian yet in a case like 
that, unless the horse is lying 
there and it can’t move. With 
him I said, ‘No, we’ll fight this; 
we’ll look at them and see what 
we can do.’” 


S. S. Hot Sauce, having left 
the track with a record of 16-4- 
2-3 and earnings of $165,600, 
eventually recovered and stood 
at stud at Honey Acres for sev¬ 
eral years, until Kline decided 
to quit the stallion business. 

“I really did not like the pres¬ 
sure that came along with it,” 
he said. “It wasn’t my cup of 
tea at all.” 

In nine small crops, S. S. Hot 
Sauce sired 32 foals, including 
21 starters and 17 winners who 
earned $572,010. Among his 
best runners were stakes win¬ 
ner Came Clear, stakes-placed 
Sauce Jeune Fille and $167,936- 
earner Hot Boots. 

Rather than look for anoth¬ 
er-and perhaps more commer¬ 
cial-location for him, Kline 
decided to keep S. S. Hot Sauce 
at his farm. 

“He was good to me,” he 
pointed out, “and I don’t like 
to sell the older horses.” 

Clearly Kline doesn’t, as S. S. 
Hot Sauce’s nearest neighbors 
are pensioned broodmares 
Peace Tech (23) and Field Point 
Road (30). Field Point Road is 
the dam of Kline’s multiple 
stakes producer D’Youville 
Nurse, who was euthanized 
this past February at age 26. 

S. S. Hot Sauce is cared for 
by Leandro Carter, who is three 
years younger than the horse. 
“He goes out every day and 
runs right over to those mares,” 
Carter said with a smile. 

“Yeah,” Kline went on, “he 
runs to the fence like, ‘I’m 
ready!’ and those girls just look 
at him, turn around and walk 
away. It’s the funniest thing 
to see. And we put that fence 
back together every day. And I 
do mean every day.” 

What would the old guy do 
if he ever got out? “Oh he’d try 
to breed those mares,” Kline 
shook his head and laughed. 
“He doesn’t know any better.”

Laurel looks 
toward slots 
after various 
twists and turns 


W hat could have been a watershed event in Maryland 
racing came and went with barely a ripple. 

Rather than allow the Maryland Jockey Club's 
holdings to be sold at auction as scheduled on March 25, the vast 
Frank Stronach empire reshuffled the deck and, with the blessing 
of the bankruptcy court, two days earlier announced its intention 
to transfer the Maryland tracks (Pimlico, Laurel Park and Bowie 
Training Center) from Magna Entertainment Corp. to its parent 
company, MI Developments Inc. (MID). 

MID's interest in retaining the Maryland tracks was no doubt 
helped along by the fact that Laurel could be back in the running 
for slots. 

After Magna failed to submit the required fee along with its 
slots application in February 2009, the slots license designated 
for Anne Arundel County, as well as required 2oning approval, 
went to a competing plan put forth by Baltimore-based developer 
David Cordish for a site near Arundel Mills mall. 

However, the Cordish proposal is now officially on hold, 
awaiting the outcome of a county referendum in November, in 
which voters will have the final say—for or against—the mall 
location. 

In order to secure the referendum, Magna financed a petition 
drive, supported by a number of local residents and others 
opposed to slots at the mall. The drive collected far more than 
the 18,790 signatures that were required to place the issue on the 
ballot. 

If voters remove the Arundel Mills site from the drawing 
board, Maryland's slots commission will once again open the 
process of accepting bids for the Anne Arundel County site. It 
is allowed as many as 4,750 machines, and could be Maryland's 
most lucrative slots location. 

Making a Laurel Park slots site more attractive for MID, a 
profit-sharing agreement with former track owners Joe and 
Karin De Francis has been removed from the mix. The De 
Francises accepted $13 million to terminate the deal, arranged 
when they sold a majority interest in the tracks to Magna in 2002, 
giving them a substantial percentage of future slots revenue. 

How the future will play out is, of course, anyone's guess. 

MID has served notice that it does not intend to lose money 
on Maryland racing-with or without slots. 

With its easy accessibility to the large population centers of 
Washington, D.C., and Baltimore, a well-designed slots emporium 
at Laurel Park would have every opportunity to thrive. 

The slots program establishes matching funds for race track 
improvements at both Laurel and Pimlico, provided that the 
tracks maintain a number of live racing days acceptable to the 
horsemen's group. 

Under the best-case scenario, all of the elements could be 
lining up for a full-scale revival of Maryland racing.

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A style all his own: 
legendary trainer 
KING T. LEATHERBURY 

Lifelong Marylander, now 77, speaks candidly 
(as always) about the career that has made 
him the third-winningest trainer in the nation.

K ing T. Leatherbury has 
in his left hand a ball¬ 
point pen, die fat kind 
that triggers blue, green, black 
or red ink, and his spoken rec¬ 
ollection soon adds color and 
form to the story. His legend 
as a maverick trainer of rac¬ 
ing Thoroughbreds is born of 
triumph, longevity and, by his 
own words, fabric. 

A profession caked with dirt, 
smeared with poultice, dashed 
with liniment and flecked with 
soiled straw necessarily puts 
horse trainers in rugged duds. 
In his 77 years, Leatherbury 
has never worn or owned a pair 
of jeans. 

‘Tm sure as hell not gonna 
start wearin’ ’em now,” he says 
prosaically, the pen turning 
in his smooth, unburdened 
hands. 

Across the fields of south¬ 
ern Maryland, young King 
Leatherbury chummed with 
tobacco farmers’ school-age 
kids, their lot evinced by denim 
overalls. For style if not differ¬ 
entiation, King’s mother insist¬ 
ed he wear more appropriate 
trousers to school. 


“Nothin’ fancy or expen¬ 
sive, but they weren’t dunga¬ 
rees,” Leatherbury says. “So, 
for me, dungarees always had a 
stigma to them.” 

This denim-less life threads 
a vivid stitch through a profes¬ 
sional tapestry 51 years spun. 
Training nearly 6,300 winners, 
third-most ever behind the 
late Dale Baird (9,445) and the 
working Jack Van Berg (about 
6,400), Leatherbury has often 
stood a stranger in his own 
barn. Through the years, his 
hands-off style, general apa¬ 
thy toward horses, near-psychic 
claims, and relentless knack for 
winning have left him judged 
as something between a revo¬ 
lutionary genius and a horse¬ 
training heretic. 

In the beginning, when he 
broke his vocational maiden 
at Sunshine Park in 1959 and 
sparked a shooting frenzy 
among track photographers 
throughout the East, Leather¬ 
bury played the role of morn¬ 
ing trainer as scripted. He 
supervis ed workouts, addres sed 
physical needs, consulted vet¬ 
erinarians. Allegedly, he even 


rubbed a horse or caught a stall 
when times demanded. 

The upshot crackled. From 
tracks in Maryland and Dela¬ 
ware, Leatherbury became a 
Mid-Atlantic tour de force: He 
directed a remarkable 365 hors¬ 
es to the winner’s circle in 1976, 
then led the country in victo¬ 
ries the next two years with 322 
and 304. Old clients restocked; 
new ones emerged. 

By the early 1980s, two exter¬ 
nal forces brought Leatherbury 
to improvise. He’d amassed 
more runners than stalls, caus¬ 
ing him to divide forces. And, 
for the first time, race tracks 
allowed trainers a barn tele¬ 
phone; before that, a trainer 
went to the racing secretary’s 
office to make an entry. 

Amid the new dynamic, 
some 80 horses apportioned 
between Laurel and Pimlico, 
Leatherbury devised a solution 
as to which barn he’d tend: 
neither. Trusting his exercise 
riders to discern the horses’ 
movements and his assistants 
to report the morning paces, 
Leatherbury says he found new 
efficiency working from home 


and, in the process, spurned 
the time-honored tenets of his 
profession. 

“I envy the guy” says Dale 
Capuano, eight years Maryland’s 
leading trainer by victories. “I 
mean, I wish I could stay home 
and come out and win 6,000 
races.” 

Veteran trainer Ferris Allen 
calls Leatherbury “an innova¬ 
tor” who’s mastered the game 
with a laissez-faire playbook. 
But the trailblazing retreat, 
Allen says, has had its pitfalls. 

“I was at Timonium, and I 
ran a tittle horse that I didn’t 
really tike very much, and he 
broke his maiden for, tike, 
8,000 that day,” he says. “And 
Leatherbury claimed him. And 
that pissed me off, because I 
was stabled in the same barn 
with Leatherbury at Timonium, 
and you just don’t claim a horse 
out of the same barn. I see 
King later in the day, and I 
said, ‘King, you took my horse; 
we’re in the same barn.’ He 
said, We are?’” 

Leatherbury has a tale of 
his own. It involves former 
Thoroughbred owner Glenn 
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Lane, then a high-flying Wall 
Street trader. 

“My famous story with him 
is back at Bowie,” Leatherbury 
says. He chuckles. “This is 
awful. Here I get this good 
owner from New York that’s 
really got plenty of money and 
plenty of action. The first horse 
I ever run for him, he comes all 
the way down from New York. 
We’re standin’ in the paddock. 
My men bring the wrong horse 
over. Any owner in the world 
would have said, ‘Leatherbury, 
I’ve had enough of you.’ But he 
stuck with me.” 

With nothing to saddle one 
afternoon at Laurel Park, 
Leatherbury’s sitting in the 
Kelso Club, a seemly litde 
simulcast nook in the first-floor 
clubhouse, two bound stacks 
of handicapping sheets at hand. 
Even on a warm day, he’s wear¬ 
ing olive-colored wool slacks, a 
brown tweed sport coat, striped 
shirt, horse tie and wing tips. 
He buys his own clothes, he 
says, looking down at his jacket 
sleeves. “T.J. Maxx.” There’s a 
pause. “Maybe Macy’s.” 

He’s already shopped for 
horses, handicapping a pick-six 
ticket for this afternoon. For all 
the races he’s won, for all the 
horses he’s claimed, pari-mutu¬ 
el thrusts still compel him. 

“It’s a good mind exercise 
just handicappin’ races, so I 
pride myself on that,” he says. 
“Better than watchin’ televi¬ 
sion, which is no benefit at all. 
My mind’s still pretty good.” 

The cerebral challenges of 
horse-playing noted, Leather¬ 
bury loves the action. His 
handicapping conquests have 
at times overshadowed more 
overt endeavors: He once 
shared a $300,000 double-triple, 
irked that a couple of first-time 
partners happened to stumble 
into a share of the winnings 
with their $1,000 investment. 

And side plays? Before the 
2005 Federico Tesio Stakes, 
Leatherbury told Pimlico odds- 
maker Frank Carulli that Malibu 
Moonshine would win as the 
favorite. “He might win,” 
Carulli countered, “but he 
won’t be favored.” 

Moments later, terms of the 
wager substantiated, the two

shook hands. That April 23rd, 
after Malibu Moonshine scored 
as the 7-2 second choice, Leath¬ 
erbury prefaced his winner’s 
circle interview with Carulli by 
relinquishing $200. A trifle, 
really, given the wad of win, 
exacta and triple tickets he had 
tucked away. 


“I loved him that day,” 
Leatherbury says. “But it’s been 
so long since I’ve cashed any¬ 
thing big. I mean, I’ll hit little 
things. . . ” 

Frank Mancuso, the only 
other player in the Kelso Club, 
interjects. “How about that 
Magna 5 you hit, Leather¬ 
bury?” 


“Oh, this is the damnedest 
story,” Leatherbury says, eye¬ 
brows arched. 

It goes like this: Years ago, 
Leatherbury fashioned a pricey 
Magna 5 ticket and shared his 
opinions with son Taylor in 
California. Taylor eliminated 
some horses to pare the ticket 
cost and cajoled his landlord

into a half a share. King and 
Taylor each hit the ticket, but 
here's the thing: King isn't gloat¬ 
ing; he's complaining. Taylor's 
hit reduced the size of King's 
payout, and Taylor had to piece 
off half to his landlord. The 
Leatherburys got jobbed. 

Frank: “The ticket paid, like, 
$90,000." 

“The damnedest thing," 
Leatherbury says, shaking his 
head, even now, at the thorny 
injustice. 

A score of this kind 
would be manna these days, 
Leatherbury says, given the 
meager net income his 19-horse 
stable produces. He's pulled 
some savings, he says, but he'll 
keep training “as long as I don't 
lose too much money. Right 
now, I'm training basically for 
the expense, but I just want to 
try to stay in business as long 
as we can. And so, if I break 
even, I'll be tickled to deadi. 
If I lose a few dollars over the 
year, it's just the cost of stayin' 
around." 


For Leatherbury, a life with¬ 
out racing is a world without 
light. 

“That's all I am. I'm just a 
horse trainer," he says, “and if 
I stop doin' that, I wouldn't be 
anything. I wouldn't be King 
Leatherbury." 

The son of a horseman, 
Leatherbury grew up on a farm 
in West River, Md., gradu¬ 
ated from the University of 
Maryland and took an office 
job in the Army. The parcels 
he'd get from home often 
included the Morning Telegraph , 
Leatherbury devouring the 
scrumptious nuggets of infor¬ 
mation. By the time his tour 
ended, Leatherbury knew his 
calling; dad made it happen 
with a few forgettable claimers. 

Poke a little, and you learn 
that Leatherbury's not as one¬ 
dimensional as he portrays. 
He has a collection of some 
200 walking canes, the product 
of a ruse gone awry. When 
his friends started turning 50, 
Leatherbury would buy them 


a cane to mark the occasion. 
In ensuing years, they recipro¬ 
cated with interest. 

He keeps the walking sticks 
in a case in his Mitchellville, 
Md., home. There's a clas¬ 
sic sword cane, three canes 
that sheath firearms, one that 
reveals a canister with booze 
and a shot-glass, some with 
compasses, one a sewing kit, 
one that houses a horse-mea¬ 
suring tape. 

Leatherbury needs none 
of them; spryness masks his 
age. He says he’s lucky, that his 
exercise regimen involves tak¬ 
ing stairs when possible. 

King Leatherbury does car¬ 
pentry too, the revelation thus 
delivered: 

“I put wallpaper on a wall 
and put trim around it. . . " 

“Like a chair rail?" 

“Yeah. And the stuff around 
the ceilings." 

“That would be crown 
molding." 

“Yeah." 


Despite his knack for non¬ 
conformity, and his acknowl¬ 
edged lack of passion toward 
horses, Leatherbury has had 
a viable presence within the 
Maryland breeding indus¬ 
try. He once was president 
of the Maryland Million and 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, though he down¬ 
plays his influence in either 
capacity. With respect to the 
MHBA, he says thankfully, for¬ 
mer executive secretary Richard 
Wilcke had the reins. 

“Rich Wilcke was the kind 
of guy that did everything, and 
he'd lay out where we had our 
problems and, of course, dis¬ 
cuss 'em with me, but he knew 
more about these problems 
than I did,” Leatherbury says. 
“So I was just kind of a name 
president." 

But Leatherbury substanti¬ 
ated the tide as breeder proper. 
In 2002, he sent homebred mare 
Endette (Thirty Eight Paces— 
Dronette, by Drone) to Malibu 
Moon, and his wife, Linda, 
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named the resultant colt Ah 
Day for a Native American 
expression of praise. A stripe¬ 
faced bay gelding, Ah Day has 
produced fluent passages five 
years going, winning six stakes 
and a Maryland-bred champi¬ 
onship at 3, taking stakes at 
4, 5 and 6 and finishing third 
in this year's General George 
Handicap-G2 at age 7. He's 
working his way to million¬ 
aire status-having amassed 
$899,324 thus far. 

Ever the pragmatist, Leath- 
erbury interprets Ah Day's rac¬ 
ing trend through Jerry Brown's 
Thoro-Graph figures. The con¬ 
clusion, he says, is unequivocal: 

“He's not the same horse 
right now; he's gone back. He's 
gotten older, and I can't get 
the good numbers out of him 
anymore. On our sheets, he 
was cornin' up with numbers 
that were right there with the 
best horses in the country. But 
he wasn't consistent with 'em; 
he’d fire, and then he'd react 
from it. 

“I've got him, and I've got 
to make the best I can with 
him. If he can't win stakes, he'll 
go in allowance; if he can't win 
allowance, he's got to go into 
high-price claimers and then 
come down. He's not the horse 
people are gonna be lookin' 
for to claim-you're not gonna 
claim a 7-year-old that doesn't 
look like he's cornin' back to 
his big races. If you're gonna 
put up big money, you're gonna 
look for the young horses.” 

The claiming game affords 
immediate investment returns 
and rat-a-tat action, Leather- 
bury says, an approach he 
steadfastly touts to prospective 
owners. At his age, he says, 
encroaching years bring lon¬ 
ger odds, compelling him to 
downscale his limited breeding 
operation. 

Endette died in 2007 after 
delivering a Dance With Ravens 
colt, the news conveyed by 
Leatherbury on accepting End¬ 
ette's MHBA Award as brood¬ 
mare of the year. (According to 
Leatherbury, she'd had serious 
birthing complications once 
before.) He now owns one 
broodmare outright, Endette's 
17-year-old full sister Twofox, 
and two in partnership. Those 


include Juice, a winless 5-year- 
old half-sister to Ah Day by 
Crowd Pleaser. “It's my last 
shot to keep that strand goin',” 
Leatherbury says. 

The pursuit is a reluctant 
one. “I'm tryin' to get out of 
[breeding] because it's a long- 
range thing, and it's a lot of 
money you put in, you have 
to wait so long,” he says. “Of 
course, if you come up with 
an Ah Day, there's no problem. 
But usually you don't. Usually 
you spend more for a horse 
than they're worth. But if you 
want action, you can claim a 
horse, and you don't have to 
wait three years.” 

Leatherbury's penchant for 
the claim has historical bear¬ 
ing. For $20,000 he plucked 
Taking Risks for clients Baird 
Brittingham and Dan Lufkin 
and won the '941 selin Handicap 
with him; in the breadth of 
North American racing, few 
claims have yielded a Grade 
1 victory. (Leatherbury also 
trained one other Grade 1 win¬ 
ner, the Marriott family mare 
Catatonic.) Blackie Daw, Ameri 
Valay, Wait for the Lady, Buffels 
and Owned by Us also rose as 
stakes-winning claims. 

Then there were the epochal 
claiming wars involving Leath¬ 
erbury, Bud Delp, Dick Dutrow 
and John Tammaro in the 


1970s, that savory stew of guile 
and subterfuge, each trainer 
hell-bent to outdo the other. 

“I remember the last horse 
Tammaro ever claimed from 
me,” Leatherbury says. “It was a 
horse that was bowin' a tendon 
... So I took it over there -man, 
I had it wrapped up, made it 
look like it was bowin', but 
made it look like I was makin' 
him think it was about to bow. I 
put some paddin' in there, foam 
rubber, but I let a little bit stick 
out. An average guy wouldn't 
even have noticed that. With 
his keen eyes, he said, Ahha! 
Leatherbury wants me to think 
this horse is bowin'.' He runs 
in there, puts a claim in for the 
horse. I’ll never forget it. And 
the next mornin’, he's havin’ 
[veterinarian] Jimmy Stewart 
look at the horse, and Stewart 
says, Yeah, Leatherbury said 
you'd claim this horse.’ And he 
[Tammaro] never spoke to me. 

“But I was cornin' out of 
Delaware Park—I had just 
made an entry—and he was sit- 
tin' on a bench over there. I saw 
him sittin' there; I didn't look 
at him. So I walk by him, and 
the last words he ever said to 
me, he said, Well, you got me. 
You got me, Leatherbury.' And 
he never claimed another horse 
from me.” 


How times have changed. 
Through March, Leatherbury 
hadn't claimed a half-dozen 
horses this year, a byproduct 
of fewer, more conservative 
clients and Maryland's dimin¬ 
ished racing quality. 

“The horses seem to be 
picked over, and it's harder to 
find what we think is value,” he 
says. “But it's hard to compare 
different times. I used to make 
a lot of good claims, but I'm 
not doin' it now. 

“Once you start winnin' 
races, horses come to ya; own¬ 
ers will come to ya out of 
the blue. What really got me 
started: One year at Delaware 
Park, I went up there with, 
like, six horses, and I ended 
up fourth-leadin' trainer. And, 
from that-this was before 
Pennsylvania had racin'—I got 
Pennsylvania owners, I got 
Delaware owners, I got New 
Jersey owners just because of 
that one meet at Delaware. And 
we did good with them.. . 

“In fact, it kind of spoiled 
me because, at one time, I was 
takin' 'em for granted. I wasn't 
patronizin' more, like I should 
have. God, to get an owner 
now, I'd kiss his butt every 
chance I can. But, back then, 
I didn't need 'em. When you 
didn't need 'em, you kind of

neglected 'em. And a lot of 
people criticized me for it.” 

There were other gripes. 
People assailed Leatherbury 
for being a trainer in tide only 
(even now, he shows up at 
the barn only twice a week, 
even then leaving the shedrow 
chores to longtime assistant 
Avon Thorpe); for lacking a 


pro-animal sensibility (“I'm not 
a horse lover, per se; I'm a 
horse racing lover”); for not 
riding in nearly half a century 
(“I've galloped horses, or tried 
a couple times, down on the 
farm. That wasn't my game; I 
couldn't control the horse.”). 

On his backstretch absen¬ 
teeism: 


"As far as standin' on the 
rail, I did that for 15 years or 
20 years,” he says. "And there's 
guys like [John] Tammaro 
would come out there, and 
he'd sit there and tell stories. 
He'd have his litde entourage 
around him; they'd laugh at 
everything he said. And I'm 
sayin' to myself, What the hell 


is he watchin'?' I remember at 
Bowie, he'd stand right there at 
the gap, and everybody'd stand 
around, he'd be tellin' stories. 
And I'm sayin', 'His horse 
could break down at the eighth 
pole; he wouldn't even know it 
until somebody'd come around 
and say, 'Hey, your horse broke 
down.' 

"I remember Dean Gaudet 
would go out on her pony every 
day, and she'd walk out with 
them, which is the boringest 
thing in the world. For one 
thing, unless you're gonna 
breeze a horse, just a gallop is 
boring. . . So she'd go out there 
with the pony, and then come 
back, and the whole time she's 
leadin' the horse, she's lookin' 
down at the ankles. What can 
you see? You don’t have X-ray 
eyes. 

"So all that stuff looks 
good. I had an old Irish hot- 
walker named James Campbell. 
He'd say, 'It's like shavin' a dead 
man. It doesn't do any good, 
but it looks a lot better.' And, 
like, if you see a trainer in the 
movies, he's standin' on the rail 
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with a stopwatch in his hand. 
Well, like I say, that stuff looks 
good and adds some color to it, 
but it’s of no value at all. And 
my theory was, unless you’ve 
got a real dummy gallopin’ your 
horse. . . your exercise boy will 
tell you how the horse felt, 
and that’s more valuable than 
watchin’ a horse go. 

“So, you didn’t have to go 
out there and watch the damn 
horse. I know Bud Delp used to 
like that. He didn’t like cornin’ 
out in the afternoon, but he 
did like it in the mornin’. Well, 
I was just the opposite. And I 
know I get criticized for that, 
but there’s nothin’ I can do. 
That’s just the way it was.” 

That’s Leatherbury: third 
all-time in training victories, 
first in candor. 

“I think it makes his 
accomplishments bigger,” says 
Capuano, born three years after 
Leatherbury saddled his first 
winner. “I mean, here’s a guy 
that didn’t even see his horses 
train most of the time, and he’d 
come out and beat ya. Every 
time he’d beat me, I’d scratch 


my head: I’m out here, it’s dark 
in the morning when I get to 
the track; when I’d get home, 
it’d be dark, and I’d come back 
in the afternoon, and I’m sec¬ 
ond to him. He’s beatin’ me, 
beatin’ me; it used to drive 
me crazy. I said, What’s goin’ 
on here? This guy’s that much 
smarter than me because he 
didn’t even go see them, and I 
can’t beat him.’ ” 

Says trainer Allen: “You’d 
see [Leatherbury] at the bet- 
tin’ window and the winner’s 
circle, and that’s it. And you 
could imagine the guys who 
were trainin’ nine horses - 
which was a lot more the stan¬ 
dard then—who were settin’ 
their own feed every day, or 
doin’ their own legwork and 
watchin’ what their horses do 
. . . they just stayed mad at him. 
Because, through paying a lot 
of attention at the races, he 
would watch when one of their 
horses was ripe, pluck it, make 
the money with him, trade it 
back off after it had peaked. 
Now this guy that’s bustin’ his 
butt at the barn has got his 


horse back, but now he can’t 
make any money with him. It 
was quite a deal. 

“I have very high regard for 
him. Some people want to just 
not give him any credit. I give 
him a world of credit.” 

As a groundbreaking trainer, 
sure. But as a poet? 

Ask Leatherbury to travel 
back in time, and his engine 
doesn’t readily engage. 

“I don’t like lookin’ back, 
and a lot of people do,” he 
says. “Gettin’ old photographs 
out—it’s sad to me. I don’t want 
to look back that I had hair, 
black hair, I was young. I don’t 
want to look at those damn 
things.” 

He related these feelings in 
a poem, Two Days Over Fifty , 
which he recites with scant 
inflection: 

“It’s only two days that I 
care about 

Today and tomorrow are 
the ones with the clout 

Yesterday is gone, will 
never be again 

Today and tomorrow’s 
what I have interest in 


Far ahead in the future is 
too hard to see 
Today and tomorrow are 
important to me 
Whether it’s work or play, 
whichever I choose 
Today and tomorrow are 
the days that I’ll use.” 
Leatherbury slips into his 
shirt pocket the thick, four- 
color pen, a useful tool in his 
bound-ledger arsenal. Black, 
blue and green ink denotes 
upcoming races at differ¬ 
ent tracks; red relates notes 
on medication or equipment. 
Like his convention-snubbing 
training style, the color-coded 
system evolved. 

Adaptation can spirit dis¬ 
covery. In the 1850s, a Bavarian 
tailor set out for San Francisco 
to start a business selling tents 
and wagon covers to gold-rush¬ 
ing forty-niners. The venture 
bombed, but the entrepreneur 
soon discovered that his stout 
canvas made durable trou¬ 
sers deemed ideal by ground¬ 
working miners. By revising his 
strategy, Levi Strauss gave the 
world blue jeans. ♦ 
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NEW JERSEY’S 
RACING INDUSTRY 
SAILS OFF IN SEARCH 
OF NEW WORLD 

Monmouth Park’s $1 million-a-day meet could 
revolutionize business far beyond state borders.

M ore than two years ago, 
Bob Kulina, general 
manager of Monmouth 
Park, approached Dennis 
Drazin in the stands one day 
An attorney by profession, 
Drazin, then president of the 
New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association 
(NJTHA), has been a longtime 
official, owner, breeder and 
devotee of New Jersey racing. 
Kulina asked him to remove his 
many hats and, as a fan alone, 
what did he want to see out on 
the track? 

“The best horses in the 
country for the best money,” 
said Drazin, as he recalled the 
story recently 

The two men cared deeply 
about Monmouth Park and 
talked often. As Drazin said 
of Kulina, “He was somewhat 
disillusioned about the product 
on the track. He asked, ‘Is there 
away to fix this?’” 

Two years, two gover¬ 
nors, two blue ribbon panels 
and many false starts later, 
Monmouth Park will have the 
best money in the country and, 
very likely, the best horses too. 


When the stately race track, 
with a fresh coat of green and 
white paint, opens on May 22, 
it will be for a 50-day summer 
meet with record purses of $1 
million a day. 

Monmouth will race on a 
Friday-through-Sunday calen¬ 
dar (with three holiday Mon¬ 
days) until September 6. Fol¬ 
lowing the 50-day summer 
meet, Monmouth will have a 
21 -day fall meet, held on Satur¬ 
days and Sundays, offering 
purses around $300,000 a day. 
The Meadowlands meet is 
gone. 

Last year. New Jersey’s two 
major Thoroughbred tracks, 
Monmouth and Meadowlands, 
conducted 141 racing days; 
Monmouth’s purses averaged 
approximately $331,000 a day. 

The best trainers in the coun¬ 
try have all requested stalls. The 
money they are after is stagger¬ 
ing: maiden special weights of 
$75,000, for example, on down 
to $30,000 for nickel claimers. 
Much of the purse increase 
goes to the overnight program, 
rather than supplementing only 
stakes. With 12 races a day, 


the total number of races still 
approximates a four-day sched¬ 
ule. 

It’s officially a one-year 
experiment, but one that has 
created a mixture of excite¬ 
ment and anticipation unseen 
in these parts for decades. Its 
crafters also see it as a shotin the 
arm for a beleaguered industry. 
Monmouth has placed its for¬ 
tunes on the backs of horses - 
hopefully the best ones on the 
East Coast - instead of slot 
machines, which have all too 
often turned what happens on 
the track into an afterthought. 

“I think it’s really going to 
change our future,” said Drazin, 
who was recently confirmed as 
a member of the New Jersey 
Racing Commission. He agreed 
to speak from his experience as 
the former president of the 
horsemen’s association and not 
as a state official. “It could 
revolutionize the industry and 
improve the game in this coun¬ 
try.” 

Kulina joked that “we are 
like Columbus, sailing off 
flat earth” in search of the 
new world. But more apdy, 


he recognized that, although 
their idea is bold and inno¬ 
vative, Monmouth is actually 
returning to an old model of 
American racing when less was 
more. What’s left after shorten¬ 
ing the meet, officials hope, is 
that much better. In part, it’s 
also modeled after places such 
as Australia, Japan and Hong 
Kong where racing is usually 
held on weekends with exclu¬ 
sively large purses. 

“It’s back to the future,” 
Kulina said. “It’s back to the 
way it used to be.” Then he 
added, “It has to go back to 
being special.” 

Kulina, 60, knows about 
those special days. He spent 
his youth on the circuit with 
his father, Joe, who trained in 
the golden era of New Jersey 
racing from the 1950s through 
1970s. Kulina began working 
in Monmouth’s racing office in 
1972 and became racing sec¬ 
retary in 1976. He likened the 
new Monmouth meet to the 
ones he spent with his father 
in the 1960s, “when it was a 
40-day meet and had the best 
horsemen in the country.” 
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But a true comparison 
might require a longer time 
line. Opening day in 2010 may 
well feel like the original one 
in 1946. As the New York Times 
beganits story from Oceanport, 
N.J, on June 19, 1946: “While 
carpenters banged their ham¬ 
mers feverishly and cement 
mixers whirred, the sport of 
kings was welcomed back to 
Monmouth Park today. It had 
been fifty-three years since it 
left and most of Monmouth 
County seemed to be on hand 
to welcome it back for the 
eighteen-day meeting.” 

Ifs this belief in the sport 
of kings, sans slot machines, 
that guided Monmouth’s plan. 
Not to mention, of course, that 
the state’s $13 million loss on 
horse racing last year required 
dramatic change. John Forbes, 
longtime trainer and acting 
president of the NJTHA, was 
a close participant and observ¬ 
er throughout the two-year 
process. He heaped praise on 
Drazin for his efforts. 

“Dennis is kind of a strange 
bird, avisionary, as well as some¬ 
one who loves New Jersey and 
loves Monmouth Park,” said 
Forbes, who has trained horses 
for Drazin in the past. “His 
sense was that since we’re sur¬ 
rounded by states with slot rev¬ 
enue, and absent the ability to 
get slots to augment our purses, 
we needed to do two things: 
establish that high purses work, 
and that the customer in this 
era of simulcasting wants high- 
quality horses and large fields ” 
In other words, Forbes said, the 
idea was to “give bettors what 
they wanted and also establish 
that a purse structure could be 
the kind of defining aspect of 
that plan.” 

With its headline-grabbing 
parallelism, Drazin proposed 
the idea of $50 million over 50 
days. Not long after Monmouth 
hosted the 2007 Breeders’ Cup 
World Championships, he and 
Kulina began working on the 
plan. They would lay the foun¬ 
dation for more than two years. 
They had to convince those 
in the New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority (NJSEA), 
which operates the track. Kulina 
and Drazin hoped to establish 
it for the 2009 meet, but initial

discussions with the NJSEA 
the previous year fell apart. The 
sports authority was reluctant 
to guarantee the money, which 
Drazin said he believed was 
necessary 

“At that point I thought it 
was a longshot," he said. 

As president of the horse¬ 
men's association, Drazin con¬ 
tinued speaking to individual 
trainers about the plan, one by 
one, according to Forbes. “It 
was never an announcement or 
an edict," Forbes said, calling it 
“hard, grass roots work." 

In March 2009, then Gover¬ 
nor Jon Corzine empaneled a 
horse racing commission, giv¬ 
ing it 16 months to examine the 
racing and casino industries. 
The plan was presented to the 
commission, but still the Cor¬ 
zine administration remained 
reluctant on guaranteeing the 
full purse amount. 

The administration of Gov¬ 
ernor Chris Christie, which 
took over in January 2010, was 
immediately receptive to the 
idea, in large part because it was 
looking for a fix for the industry. 
Christie’s transition team issued 
a report on the problems facing 
the state’s gaming industry and, 
in February, Christie convened 


a new commission tasked to 
figure out how to make the race 
tracks “self-sustaining." 

Drazin and Kulina were able 
to present that commission 
with a plan already two years 
in the making. “The governor 
was very supportive of moving 
forward with this plan," Drazin 
said. 

Those involved knew this 
was a last-chance opportunity, 
since this is the final year of 
the purse supplement offered 
by Atlantic City casinos. 

Said Kulina, “The final push 
to get this done was we have 
funding—the purse supplement 
for this year-and we can go out 
there and say we tried some¬ 
thing different and it worked." 

At the beginning of March, 
the state finally agreed to guar¬ 
antee $50 million in purses. The 
casino supplement includes $30 
million for this year—divided 
on a 50/50 percentage basis 
between Thoroughbreds and 
Standardbreds. The Standard- 
bred industry pitched in approxi¬ 
mately $7 million, some of 
which was from its half of 
the supplement; they’ll benefit 
from picking up prime late-fall 
live days previously tied to the 
Meadowlands Thoroughbred 


meet. The state, in turn, guar¬ 
anteed $43 million, which also 
includes some of the supple¬ 
ment money. 

“We used some innovative 
accounting, moving money 
around, to get to the number," 
Forbes said. “As far as the state 
goes, we all agreed on the goal 
of 50 million dollars." 

The plan was presented 
to the NJTHA’s nine-person 
executive board on March 8. 
Details of the meeting illustrate 
the concerns and arguments 
on each side of the issue. Held 
at the Molly Pitcher Inn in 
Red Bank, the meeting last¬ 
ed six hours. Bob Mulcahy, a 
member of the commission 
Christie appointed in February, 
led the team making the formal 
pitch, and he was joined by 
Kulina, Ralph Marra Jr., the 
NJSEA’s vice-president for 
legal and governmental affairs, 
and Drazin, who served as a 
fact witness. 

Before the formal presenta¬ 
tion, the horsemen discussed 
waiting a year as a way to buy 
time for retooling their stables, 
publicity and advertising. But 
after the presentation, it simply 
wasn’t an option, according to 


trainer Tim Hills, a member of 
the executive board. 

As trainer Jason Servis, 
another member, said of the 
general situation of New Jersey 
racing, “We were heading down 
a one-way street and something 
had to give.” 

“It was pretty much an ulti¬ 
matum-now or never," Hills 
recalled. “There was no Plan A 
or Plan B. You either support it 
or you’re on your own." 

In large part, the horsemen 
desired protection for the local 
stables that might be crowded 
out. Monmouth officials allayed 
their concerns, but it wasn’t 
easy for the board to sign on 
right away, Forbes said. The 
board voted 7-to-2 in favor of 
the plan. 

“As bold a move as this 
seemed, and as scary as it was, 
the sense was we’re going to bet 
on Dennis here,” Forbes said. 

Immediately after the meet¬ 
ing, Forbes said, rather point¬ 
edly, “It’s hard for our horse¬ 
men to be the first to bite 
the bullet and be the first to 
respond" to the changing mar¬ 
ketplace. “But if it’s the death 
knell for the small horseman, 
it’s because the small horseman

doesn’t have the stock that the 
consumer wants to bet on.” 

In addition, to get the breed¬ 
ing industry’s support, Mon¬ 
mouth officials committed to 
carding an average of two and 
a half restricted state-bred races 
every day—approximately 175 
races over the two Monmouth 
meets, compared with 229 last 
year. However, the purses will 
be roughly equal to those in 
open races, so New Jersey-bred 
maidens will be running for 
$75,000, the highest of any state- 
bred program in the country. 

Also, Monmouth—and, by 
extension, the state-paid off 
loans the state breeding pro¬ 
gram had taken out through 
the NJTHA to cover shortfalls 
for its in-state breeding awards 
in 2008 and 2009. The breed¬ 
ing program will have to pay 
that back beginning in 2012, 
according to Tom Swales, the 
president of the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association of New 
Jersey (TBANJ). 

The state also guaranteed 
up to $500,000 in bonuses 
as part of the breeders’ pro¬ 
gram for state-bred horses 
running in open company 
out of state after Monmouth 
closes. The program has been 


suspended since 2006 because 
of a shortage of funds. 

“The breeders got a very 
good package for this,” Drazin 
said, adding, “They probably 
got the best end of the deal.” 

Swales, an owner and breed¬ 
er who owns Tee-N-Jay Farm 
in Monroe Township, pointed 
out that a New Jersey-bred who 
runs through his first three 
conditions could earn almost 
$150,000 even before breeder’s 
awards are included. “If that 
doesn’t make people want to 
breed here, I don’t know what 
will ” he said. 

Last year, Swales said he had 
four broodmares and this year 
he increased his band to eight. 
“I am diving head first into the 
pool,” he quipped. 

Shortly after the horsemen’s 
association approved the plan, 
stall applications began pouring 
in. Plenty of changes were 
enacted to accommodate local 
horsemen. Any trainer stabled at 
Monmouth last year will receive 
stalls this year. To accommodate 
smaller outfits and make room 
for new ones, the limit has been 
reduced 10 percent from 40 to 
36 stalls. In addition, purses 
will be paid down to last, and 
every horse is guaranteed 


$1,500 for running, an accom¬ 
modation that reflects the cost 
of shipping. Furthermore, 
many of the bottom claiming 
races will have eligibility condi¬ 
tions attached; for example, a 
$5,000 claimer might be 
restricted to horses who haven’t 
started for more than $12,500 
or higher in the past year. 

“The money is exciting,” 
said Jason Servis, who won four 
of the last five Meadowlands 
training titles. “I’ve never had 
so many owners so pumped 
about a meet. I’ve had new cli¬ 
ents call me. There’s more buzz 
than I’ve ever seen.” 

Come this summer, Mon¬ 
mouth will be like a laboratory 
for these many theories on how 
to revive a game struggling for 
answers. Change is the only 
constant. What defines success, 
however, is amorphous at the 
moment. 

The state would like to see 
Monmouth double the $3.1 
million in daily all-sources 
handle it generated last year. 
Saratoga, by comparison, took 
in $14.3 million. Kulina said 
he hopes average field size will 
increase from 7.5 to 9. 

More broadly, Kulina said, 
success means an improved 


product, excitement in the 
media and industry, larger atten¬ 
dance, and additional wagering 
throughout the country. 

Monmouth will have to seri¬ 
ously promote its new schedule 
in order to bring in casual fans. 
Three new events —a jazz and 
blues festival, wine tasting with 
New Jersey vineyards, and a 
food event on Memorial Day 
weekend-are meant to bolster 
entertainment at the track. 

It’s no surprise that excite¬ 
ment and nervousness now fill 
the Monmouth Park air. What 
happens will be like a mystery 
that unfolds throughout the 
summer. 

If there’s a sense of des¬ 
peration, as some critics have 
leveled, Kulina doesn’t share 
their cynicism. He noted 
that the three most success¬ 
ful meets-Del Mar, Saratoga 
and Keeneland—all have great 
racing, great facilities and, of 
course, a limited season. 

“I see where people can say 
that,” he said of those who see 
desperation. “But these are the 
same people who say it’s dead. 
I’ll never give up on racing. I’ll 
never give up on this place. 
This game has a lot of life left 
in it.” %

Red maple trees 
can be lethal to 
horses

S ome of the most beauti¬ 
ful trees around are red 
maples. 

They offer vibrant red color 
in the fall as well as great shade 
from the hot sun. But don’t be 
fooled! Red maple trees, Acer 
rubrum , are extremely toxic to 
horses. Horses seem to be able 
to safely munch on fresh green 
leaves right off the tree, but 
when they fall, either due to 
storm damage or autumn, it’s a 
much different story. 

Red maple trees contain an 
unknown toxin that is lethal to 
horses after ingestion of only 
four to five pounds of wilted 
or dried leaves (it is important 
to note that fresh leaves do 
not appear to be harmful). In a 
1999 study by Beasley and oth¬ 
ers, ponies fed three grams of 
dried maple leaves per kilogram 
of body weight (equivalent to 
approximately two pounds of 
leaves for a 660-pound pony) 
got sick and died within just 
five days. 

When dried leaves were 
given after September 15 as 
opposed to earlier, the time to 
death was shortened, suggest¬ 
ing that the toxicity of the 
leaves is higher in the fall than 
at other times. Not all horses 
that ingest the leaves die, 
though the approximately 50 to 
75 percent of horses suffering 
from toxicity die or are eutha¬ 
nized. 

If a horse eats as little as 
a pound and a half of leaves, 
signs of toxicity can occur, 
namely massive destruction of 
red blood cells. This destruc¬ 
tion causes difficulty in breath¬ 
ing, lethargy, colic-like symp¬ 
toms, jaundice and dark brown 
urine. 

If you notice any of these 
signs in your horse, you need to 
get immediate veterinary atten¬ 
tion to offer supportive therapy 
for the suffering horse. 

Reports of toxicity due to 
red maple are relatively com¬ 


mon in Maryland, sometimes 
due to accidental ingestion of 
leaves along with hay placed 
on the ground under a red 
maple tree in the fall, consump¬ 
tion of windfall by horses after 
a storm, or even from leaves 
blowing into a pasture from a 
neighbor’s property. 

So what should you do? 
Certainly, don’t intentionally 
plant red maple trees or hybrids 
within reach of horses or in 
horse paddocks. While toxici- 
ties due to other varieties of 
maples have not been firmly 
established, there is some evi¬ 
dence that sugar maples may 
also be toxic, and it is known 
that red maple can hybridize 
with silver maples, so those 
hybrids aren’t safe either. 

You don’t necessarily have 
to cut down your red maple 
trees, but you should be very 
careful to clean up downed 
limbs and fallen leaves before 
horses have any access to them, 
especially in the fall. 

Another thing to keep in 
mind is that a well-fed horse 
with plenty of good quality hay 
or pasture to eat is unlikely to 
browse around for tree leaves, 
so make sure your horses have 
access to forage at all times. 

One thing you might con¬ 
sider doing if you don’t want 
horses to have access to the 
trees is to build a tree fence 
around any trees in the pasture. 
This keeps bored horses from 
gnawing on potentially danger¬ 
ous trees. 

If you are unsure as to the 
type of maple trees already 
existing in or near a horse pad- 
dock, one distinctive character¬ 
istic of a red maple is the leaf 
itself. The edges of red maple 
leaves are serrated or jagged, 
while those of sugar maples 
are smooth. Silver maples also 
have a serrated edge, but the 
silver maple leaf is much more 
heavily lobed than that of a red 
maple. The underside of the 
red maple leaf is silver in color 
and the petiole or stem is a 
bright red even in the summer 
months. %

DR. FRANK 
BERTOZZI 

Francis J. (Frank) Bertozzi 
VMD, an equine veterinary 
practitioner in Maryland for the 
past 27 years, died on March 10 
at the age of 60. 

Dr. Bertozzi earned his 
undergraduate degree from 
the University of Vermont 
and was a 1979 graduate of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
School of Veterinary Medicine. 
He served an internship at the 
University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center, under Dr. 
Dean Richardson, and worked 
at the Maryland Equine Center 
as well as a farm in New York 
State before opening his own 
practice in Maryland in 1983. 

Specializing in equine repro¬ 
duction, Dr. Bertozzi main¬ 
tained his practice from his 
home in Baldwin with the help 
of his wife, Linda Bertozzi. 


ROBERT DEWALD 

Robert E. DeWald, who 
trained horses in Maryland 
along with his late father, 
Charles DeWald, died on March 
16. He was 68. 

Mr. DeWald just missed 
a berth in NFL football, and 
played for the minor league 
Harrisburg (Pa.) Capitols until 
recurring injuries ended his 
career. 

He worked in real estate 
development and in 1988 joined 
his father in the racing business. 
Although confined to a wheel¬ 
chair due to a stroke one year 
later, Mr. DeWald continued 
to serve as his father’s assistant 
trainer. He retired following his 
father’s death in 1998. 

PEGGY SMITH 

Margaret Pearce (Peggy) 
Smith, 77, a lifelong Maryland 
horsewoman, died on February 
28. 
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Born on Christmas day, 
1932, Mrs. Smith came from a 
family deeply rooted in horses. 
Her father, Donald Pearce, was 
an accomplished point-to-point 
rider whose forebears helped 
to found the My Lady’s Manor 
race in 1902. 

Mrs. Smith credited her first 
cousin Babe Saportas, one of 
Maryland’s first licensed female 
trainers, with her early educa¬ 
tion on the race track. 

In the 1950s, she was 
employed as an office man¬ 
ager for the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. 

Throughout most of her 
life, Mrs. Smith worked with 
a blend of race horses, show 
horses and hunters-boarding, 
breaking, buying and selling. 
Her home was also a haven for 
young people seeking direction 
in their lives. 

Her first marriage, to future 
Fasig-Tipton executive Larry 
Ensor, begun when she was 
18, lasted only three years. 
From the early 1960s to about 
1980, she was married to Linky 
Smith, a prominent Maryland 


horseman and premier show 
rider. Mr. Smith died in 1988. 

JOHN WAYT 

John A. Wayt Jr., founder 
and former chairman of the 
Atlanta Steeplechase, died on 
February 5. He was 82. 

A longtime board member 
of the National Steeplechase 
Association (NSA), Mr. Wayt 
served as the organization’s 
chairman from 1994 to ’98. 

In 2001, he received the 
NSA’s F. Ambrose Clark 
Award, for an individual who 
has “done the most to pro¬ 
mote, improve and encourage 
the growth and welfare of 
American steeplechasing.” 

Mr. Wayt owned several suc¬ 
cessful steeplechase horses. 

PETER WETHERILL 

Peter Widener Wetherill, 54, 
scion of a distinguished family 
of horsemen, died on February 
19. 

Mr. Wetherill’s late parents, 
Cortright and Ella Widener 
Wetherill, maintained both rac¬ 
ing and show horses at their 
Happy Hill Farm in Malvern, 
Pa. 

Although the show world 
was Peter Wetherill’s major 
focus, he also campaigned flat 
runners and was a supporter 
of the National Museum of 
Racing in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y. 

He sponsored a number 
of top show horses, including 
2008 Olympic gold medallist 
Cedric.

When 

Chick Lang¬ 
ur. Preakness” 
-was man 
of the hour 


Back in 1975, The Maryland 
Horse magazine published an eight- 
part series profiling the exuberant 
personality and unique accomplish¬ 
ments of Chick Lang The sto¬ 
ries were written by editor Snowden 
Carter, Lang's friend and contem¬ 
porary. Following is an excerpt from 
the final chapter in that series: 

F or Chick, then 49, the pro¬ 
motion to general manager 
of Pimlico was a dream 
come true. Truth is, the man 
loves his job so much that 
you could almost imagine him 
doing it for nothing. 

Talented in many ways 
(and seemingly naive in oth¬ 
ers), Chick has transformed 
Pimlico’s stable area from a 
pile of unspeakable filth into 
the neatest, most modern and 
best supervised stable area in 
the state. 

His two most overriding 
concerns are improvement and 
maintenance of the backstretch 
and the publicizing of the 
Preakness Stakes. To achieve 
success with those two proj¬ 
ects, he works his heart out day 
after day and year after year. 

To understand Lang, a lit¬ 
tle bit of his background is 
important: son of a national 
jockey champion, grandson of 
a Kentucky Derby trainer, born 
and raised on the race track 
circuit, himself a failure as an 
exercise boy, agent for a world 


record-setting jockey and, last 
but not least, a school dropout 
in the 11th grade. 

His background makes him 
see every problem as a horse¬ 
man would see it. What would 
his father say? His grandfather? 
Bill Hartack? Ben A. Jones? 
Jimmy Jones? 

These were the people who 
either educated Chick Lang or 
stood beside him while he was 
being educated. It is from them 
that he draws his wisdom. As 
for his ability to sell his prod¬ 
uct (right now the product is 
Pimlico, but he has also sold 
automobiles, horses and the 
services of many jockeys), that 
has to be a gift of the gods. 

Given this background, it 
is not hard to see how Chick 
communicates so successfully 
with trainers, jockeys, exercise 
boys and grooms. 

He is not the type of gen¬ 
eral manager who sits at a desk 
waiting for reports from sub¬ 
ordinates. Instead, he is con¬ 
stantly on the prowl, search¬ 
ing out trouble while shaking 
hands with everyone who looks 
his way 

When a meeting ends at 
Pimlico, he personally gets on 
the stable area’s public address 
system. First he thanks the 
horsemen for having raced at 
Pimlico and invites them back 
for the next meeting. Then he 


reads a statement regarding the 
bunkrooms. He tells the horse¬ 
men that they are responsible 
for the condition of their sleep¬ 
ing quarters and that should 
filth or damage be discovered 
after their departure they will 
be held responsible. 

After reading the prepared 
statement, he says: “That was 
the general manager speak¬ 
ing. Now you’re going to hear 
Chick Lang.” Then he begins all 
over again without a prepared 
text-talking from his heart like 
a Dutch uncle to the trainers 
and grooms. His message gets 
through. Pimlico’s stable area 
is the least damaged and most 
pridefully maintained of any in 
the state. 

When it comes to his desk 
job, Chick believes that to make 
money a good executive must 
spend money. Sometimes this 
propensity for large budgets 
runs contrary to the views of 
Pimlico’s two principal own¬ 
ers, Herman and Ben Cohen. 
When such a situation devel¬ 
ops, a meeting is held. Usually 
Chick convinces his employers 
that he is right. But not always. 
Once a Pimlico executive was 
heard to say: “My God, if 
Chick had no bosses, he’d give 
away the whole plant!” 

Chick is smart, sharp and 
quick to see through subter¬ 
fuge-so long as the problem is 
race track oriented. 

But he can go quickly 
beyond his depth when he gets 
into the realm of politics. He 
recognizes this (at least on a 
state level) and tries to stay out 
of Annapolis. Past experience 
has taught him that he has no 
feel for the workings of state 
legislatures. 

To a lesser extent, he has 
had problems, too, with the 
Maryland Racing Commission. 
Usually his commission rhu¬ 
barbs have resulted from what 
Chick felt were political rather 
than practical decisions on the 
part of the commission. . . 

But he is not embarrassed 
or at all shy when it comes to 
talking about politics. 

“I’m big on red, white and 
blue and the Fourth of July,” 


says Lang. . . “I have a crew 
cut because I’m proud to be an 
American. I want to stand out 
as a conservative. . .” 

Obviously, flags, photo¬ 
graphs and straw hats are a big 
thing with Chick. So are pro¬ 
motional balloons and other 
eye-catching gimmicks. With 
some justification, he is regard¬ 
ed as the P.T. Barnum of the 
horse industry. 

Says Chick: “I’ve got to 
guard a little bit against becom¬ 
ing too hokey. I enjoy doing 
promotional things, but some¬ 
times I get carried away with it. 

“My big promotional pro¬ 
duction has been in Louisville 
before the Kentucky Derby. 
When I took over, the Preakness 
needed ink in the newspapers. 
We needed a shot in the butt. 

“So I went down there year 
after year with different gim¬ 
micks. 

“One year I had 375 zil¬ 
lion balloons shipped to the 
hotel before my arrival. They 
arrived in cartons. Had ‘Next 
Stop Preakness’ on them. My 
idea was to blow them all up in 
my hotel room and wait for the 
Derby parade to pass under¬ 
neath. Then I’d shove them all 
out at one time. 

“Only trouble was, I didn’t 
calculate on how much lung 
power it took to blow up that 
many balloons. So when I saw I 
was in trouble, I got Bob Maisel 
(sports editor of the Baltimore 
Sun), Stanley Sagner and Gee 
Cohen to help. The four of 
us sat in that room for hours, 
blowing up balloons between 
sips of scotch or bourbon. And 
when the parade passed under 
the window, we were ready! 
Outwent the balloons. And the 
next day we made page one of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal 

“Oh, I’ve tried a lot of gags 
at Louisville. It’s all in the spir¬ 
it of clean competition. One 
year . . . we flew a plane over 
Churchill Downs on Derby 
Day pulling a streamer saying 
‘Next Stop Pimlico.’ We had 
bumper stickers, key chains, 
ballpoint pens—everything we 
could think of. 
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“Another year I took a slide 
projector with me that used 
only a four-inch by four-inch 
slide but could project it as big 
as a 10-story building. So I got 
a room alongside the judges’ 
stand in the Derby parade and 
waited for the winner to be 
crowned. And just when they 
made the selection, I turned on 
this projector-it had a message 
about Pimlico that was six sto¬ 
ries high on the building across 
the street. 

“The Derby people got mad 
and tried to dilute my projec¬ 
tion by shining search lights on 
the building. I kept moving my 
image around, and they kept 
chasing it. For a while I felt 
like I was in a war. But it ended 
when my machine burned itself 
out. I was supposed to turn it 
off every five minutes to cool, 
but in the excitement I got car¬ 
ried away and forgot. 

“One year I took coun¬ 
terfeit $10 bills to Louisville. 
They looked amazingly real, 
except that on the reverse side 
they said: Tome to Pimlico 
where the real money is.’ The 
Treasury Department grabbed 
me on that one and seemed 
quite upset. They even went 
to our printer in Baltimore and 
destroyed the plates.” 

How did all this hoopla pay 
off? 

Well, this past spring the 
Preakness drew 75,216 paying 
customers who bet $4,264,813. 
Never had there been a day like 
that in Maryland. For compara¬ 
tive purposes, it is interesting to 
note that in 1960 (the first year 
Lang was on Pimlico’s payroll) 
a Preakness crowd of 30,659 
bet $1,987,249. 

As far as Chick Lang is con¬ 
cerned, racing is his heritage 
and Pimlico is his home. Says 
the 220-pound executive: “If 
I heard that the Russians were 
coming, I’d head for the near¬ 
est race track. I wouldn’t look 
for a bomb shelter, because to 
me safety is found within the 
fence that borders the racing 
plant. I know that’s not the 
real world, but it’s my world. 
And it’s the only one I’ve ever 
wanted.” ^ 



FORMER PIMLICO GENERAL MANAGER 
CHICK LANG DIES AT 83 


C harles John (Chick) 
Lang, a prominent fig¬ 
ure in Maryland racing 
for more than 50 years, died 
on March 18 at the age of 
83. 

A native of the Pimlico 
section of Baltimore, Mr. 
Lang was the son of a jock¬ 
ey, Chick Lang Sr., who won 
the 1928 Kentucky Derby 
aboard Reigh Count, and 
grandson of 1903 Kentucky 
Derby-winning trainer John 
Mayberry. 

Mr. Lang rose through the 
ranks from hotwalker, and 
gained notoriety as the agent 
for the hot-tempered cham¬ 
pion rider Bill Hartack before 
going to work at Pimlico in 
1960. 

He served as Pimlico’s 
director of racing before 
becoming vice-president and 
general manager under then 
Pimlico owners Ben and 
Herman Cohen. 

His most lasting legacy 
was the promotion of the 
Preakness. The opening of 
the infield on Preakness day 
was Mr. Lang’s brainchild. He 
brought a school bus filled 
with his daughter’s friends 
to the infield to watch the 
races and lacrosse games and 
helped it evolve into a mega¬ 
event. Preakness attendance 
rose from 30,659 in 1960 to 
87,945 during Mr. Lang’s ten¬ 
ure at Old Hilltop. 

Mr. Lang left Pimlico 
when the track was purchased 
by Frank De Francis and the 
Manfuso brothers in 1987, 
but continued to work as a 
national racing consultant 
until several years ago. 

He also served as a rac¬ 
ing analyst for Baltimore’s 
WBAL radio, earning several 
major awards, including two 
Eclipse Awards, as a journal¬ 
ist and producer. 


After his tenure at Pimlico 
ended, Mr. Lang and his wife, 
Nancy, made their home on 
Maryland’s Eastern Shore at 
their “Langs Landing,” on 
the shores of Boone Creek 
in Oxford and later, on the 
12th hole at the Easton Club 
in Easton. 

Mr. Lang received numer¬ 
ous honors, including three 
editions of the Certificate of 
Distinguished Citizenship of 
Maryland, the Special Award 
of Merit from the Maryland 
Jockey Club, the Humphrey 
S. Finney Award from the 
Maryland Racing Media 
Association and the Jockeys 
Agent Benevolent Association 
Man of the Year Award. 

The family involvement in 
racing has been furthered by 


the Langs’ son, Chickie, a one¬ 
time Pimlico publicity direc¬ 
tor who held executive posts 
at Oaklawn Park and Retama 
Park before his untimely death 
from cancer in 1992, and 
Chickie Lang’s son Bart Lang, 
currently the director of rac¬ 
ing at Lone Star Park. 

Mr. Lang’s wishes were to 
be cremated and to have his 
ashes spread at Pimlico in the 
Preakness winner’s circle near 
the cupola. A ceremony was 
expected to take place either 
on the opening day of the 
Pimlico spring meeting, April 
17, or during Preakness week. 

Pimlico’s Hirsch Jacobs 
S takes-G3, scheduled for 
Preakness day, May 15, has 
been renamed in honor of 
Mr. Lang.

ers (one at age 11) and earned 
$527,848 as one of the top turf 
sprinters in the Mid-Atlantic in 
the late 1980s and ’90s. 

“There were no loudspeak¬ 
ers, it was quiet. . .” Secor says 
of his former training grounds. 
“And now we have trains, loud¬ 
speakers, everybody wanting to 
get done before the break, all 
of the above.” 

But “it was good tim¬ 
ing,” Secor said of the move. 
“Carlos was always my men¬ 
tor. Whenever I had a problem 
with a horse or needed advice, 
I would call him up.” 

Jim’s Prospect reversed 
two losses to Gator Prowl in 
their previous two meetings to 
win the $70,000 stakes. Under 


Vladimir Diaz (one of Garcia’s 
jockeys), the daughter of St 
Averil rallied three-wide into 
the stretch to wear down That’s 
How I Roll by a head. She com¬ 
pleted the seven furlongs in 
1:24.67. Gator Prowl led early 
but weakened to finish third. 
Jim’s Prospect is now 2-for-7 
with six in-the-money finishes 
for earnings of $94,560. 

“When Carlos offered me 
the opportunity, I told him I 
was going to take it easy over 
the winter. He said, ‘You’re too 
young to take it easy.’ So I 
started trudging down the road 
in my Buick with over 100,000 
miles on it,” Secor said. “It’s a 
great game if you have a great 
crew, and we have a great crew 


and a barn full of great horses. 
It’s fun and productive. It used 
to be fun and cosdy.” 

A lifelong horseman, Secor 
credits his sobriety for the 
change in life’s fortunes. 

“It’s a fact, it’s not fiction,” 
Secor said. “I’ve always believed 
timing is everything. I’ve moved 
into a real nice operation. It’s 
like family, a hard-working little 
family.” 

Trainer Larry Murray expect¬ 
ed the worst when circling the 
March 27 Harrison E. Johnson 
Memorial for the talented but 
inexperienced Indian Dance. 
He got the best. 

“It was a real soft spot for 
him, I thought,” Murray said. 
“It could have come up a lot 
tougher.” 

Tough veterans Green¬ 
spring, Redding Colliery and 
Encaustic aimed at different 
targets, leaving Indian Dance, 
owned and bred by Sondra and 
Howard Bender, as the favorite 
in the Harrison Johnson. 

He didn’t disappoint. 

Rallying from just off the 
pace, Indian Dance drew off 
_ to win the $70,000 stakes 
5 by two lengths over Zarroc, 
| with Eddie C. a neck behind 
^ in third. Sent off as the 3-5 
favorite under Luis Garcia, the 
4-year-old Maryland-bred son 
of Indian Charlie finished nine 
furlongs in 1:51.04. 

Murray thought enough 
of Indian Dance to ship him 
to Saratoga for his debut last 
summer. He failed to threaten 
that day but then reeled off 
three consecutive victories. His 
streak snapped in Laurel’s John 
B. Campbell on February 15 
when he rallied to finish second 
to Redding Colliery. It didn’t 
take him long to get back on 
the victory ledger. 

“He didn’t look very impres¬ 
sive winning; he’s a real smart 
horse and only does what you 
ask him to do,” Murray said. 
“Luis didn’t have to ask him. 
He never got down and used 
himself coming down the lane. 
To me, he looked almost awk¬ 
ward because he was just play-

J .B. Secor has a cell phone. 
“Yup, he’s got a cell phone,” 
Annie Finney says of her 
boss. “He finally joined the rest 
of us in the 21 st century.” 

Secor also has a barn full of 
horses, including three stakes 
performers, at Laurel Park. The 
57-year-old Maryland horseman 
left the safety of his Monkton, 
Md., farm (where Finney 
answered the barn phone) to 
take over Carlos Garcia’s string 
when Garcia retired on January 
1 to become a jock’s agent. 

Jim’s Prospect eased the 
transition by winning the Wide 
Country Stakes on March 6. 
Owned by the estate of breed¬ 
er James Glenn, she joined 
Baltimore Bob and Miss Charm 
City as a trio of stakes horses 
presently conditioned by Secor. 
It’s a long way from his recent 
past when Secor scratched out a 
living with cheaper horses driv¬ 
ing up and down the road from 
Monkton to Penn National 
(without a cell phone). 

At Laurel, Secor joined an 
old friend, Ramon Rodriguez, 
whom he worked with in 
the legendary trainer Morris 
Dixon’s stable many years ago. 

“It was a long time between 
drinks,” Secor said. “It was a 
very good way to start off my 
new adventure. I had been on 
the farm for 20 years. When D. 
Guilford went to the farm, I 
went to the farm.” 

The highlight of Secor’s 
training career to date, Jewe- 
lynne Montgomery’s D. Guil¬ 
ford raced through age 12, won 
five stakes, placed in four oth- 
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ing around. In the morning, all 
you have to do is touch him, 
and all I mean is touch him on 
the flank, and hell give you an 
11 [second] eighth of a mile. If 
you don’t touch him, he’ll give 
you a 15.” 

Indian Dance improved his 
career mark to 4-for-6 with 
earnings of $107,575. He is 
the first black-type runner for 
the Benders’ homebred mare 
Darlin’s Band (by Dixieland 
Band). That mare’s half-sis¬ 
ter Green Dari in (by Green 
Dancer) won the Delaware 
Handicap-G2 for the Benders 
and Murray. 

“He’s a pleasure to train; 
you have to wake him up to 
take him to the paddock,” 
said Murray, who manages the 
Benders’ Glade Valley Farms in 
Frederick while serving as their 
private trainer. “The mother 
wasn’t much, but I kept her 
because she was by Dixieland 
Band and I figured sooner or 
later she would come up with 
something that could run. I 
don’t think there’s too many we 
have to duck; I don’t want to go 
hook Quality Road tomorrow 
but I think he could develop 
into a really nice colt.” 

On March 19, the Benders 
and Murray sent out Green 
Darlin’s 3-year-old granddaugh¬ 
ter Got It Covered to win at 
first asking. Under Luis Garcia, 
the El Corredor filly (out of 
My Cover Girl, by Devil’s Bag) 
scored by a head in a six-fur- 
long maiden special weight.

Nellie Mae Cox’s Plantation 
continued his perfect career 
record when he ran away from 
Reckless Runner and five other 
3-year-olds to win the one-mile 
Private Terms Stakes on March 
20 . 

Trained by Rodney Jenkins, 
Plantation opened his career 
with an easy win against maid¬ 
ens at Laurel Parkin November 
and then took two straight 
allowance races at Charles 
Town, each by four lengths. 
Making his stakes debut, the 
son of Luftikus, bred in West 
Virginia by Rose Retreat and 
Cox, collared Reckless Runner 
to win by a half length, stop¬ 
ping the timer in 1:37.18. Travis 
Dunkelberger guided the win¬ 
ner. Odds-on favorite Dont 
Blame the Cat, trained by the 
Laurel-raiding Rick Dutrow, 
faded to fifth. 

Jenkins unleashed a prom¬ 
ising first-time starter when 
Ruby Peak wired four rivals 
on March 24. The 4-year-old 
daughter of Two Punch scored 
for breeder Glennie Martin. 
Jenkins continued his tor¬ 
rid winter stand by winning 
an allowance with Lazy Lane 
Farm’s homebred Edgewater, 
who went gate to wire on 
March 13. Through the end of 
March, Jenkins won 14 races 
from 43 starts for a stellar 33 
percent win ratio. 

Veteran Encaustic set a 
new track record for a mile 
and a sixteenth, stopping the 
timer in 1:42.13, while upend¬ 


ing a tough allowance field on 
March 19. 

The 6-year-old Maryland- 
bred, owned by Premier Stables 
and Tag Stables, controlled the 
pace throughout to win by six 
lengths under jockey Justin 
Shepherd. 

Trainer Mark Shuman 
skipped tackling Indian Dance 
later in the meet, opting for the 
$40,000 race with Encaustic, 
who notched his ninth career 
victory from 42 starts. A two- 
time stakes winner in 2009, 
Encaustic (Broad Brush— 
Illeria, by Stop the Music) has 
earned $527,835 —still far from 
the likes of his multiple Grade 
1-winning full brother Include 
($1,659,560). 

Bred by Robert E. Meyer- 
hoff, Encaustic placed in four 
stakes for Meyerhoff and 
trainer Dickie Small and was 
sold privately by the breeder 
following his 3-year-old cam¬ 
paign to Millennium Farms. He 
changed hands again in June 
2009 when going to his present 
connections. 

New York-based trainer 
Bruce Brown shipped Rikman 
into Laurel to trounce four 
rivals in an optional claimer 
on March 13. Owned by John 
Buckley, Ralph Durante and 
Penns ton Farm, the 8-year-old 
son of Storm Creek rallied 
from last to draw off by 14 
lengths under Erick Rodriguez. 
Sent off as second choice while 
in for a $40,000 tag, the tough 
old veteran earned his 13th win 


in 41 career starts, raising his 
career earnings to $417,746. 

Elisabeth Salchow’s home¬ 
bred Armsglen earned a wel¬ 
come maiden special weight 
victory on March 20. Trained 
by Ken Tucker, the 4-year-old 
Maryland-bred filly began her 
career with decent efforts while 
running for a maiden claim¬ 
ing tag. She finished fourth in 
her debut at Philadelphia Park 
in the fall (at odds of 61-1), 
then put together two third- 
place finishes before breaking 
through the barrier in her first 
start going one mile. 

Armsglen is one of a smat¬ 
tering of runners to represent 
one-time Maryland sire Arms 
and the Man (by Salutely) and 
the only foal in his final crop. 

Middleburg, Va., horse¬ 
woman Jean Rofe shocked 
the St. Patrick’s Day crowd on 
March 17 by taking an allow¬ 
ance with Miss Speak. Owned 
and trained by Rofe, the 3-year- 
old filly rallied from sixth in 
the field of seven to nail 3-5 
favorite Does It Every Time. 
Miss Speak paid $110.20 for a 
$2 win bet. Bred by Country 
Life Farm, Darley and the late 
Henry Rathbun, the chest¬ 
nut filly is by Oratory out of 
Rathbun’s graded-winning 
homebred Miss Otis (by One 
For All) and a half-sister to 
$543,552-earner Shiny Sheet. 

Miss Otis lived on Rathbun’s 
Middleburg farm, just across 
the street from Rofe’s training 
barn. W 


K ate Goldenberg, pro¬ 
prietor of Safe Haven 
Equine in Perkasie, Pa., 
can take well-deserved pride in 
Black Tie Only, a 4-year-old 
son of Black Tie Affair (Ire) 
who went over the $100,000 
mark in career earnings when 
he captured a one-mile starter 
allowance on March 14 under 
jockey Angel Arroyo. 

Bred by Goldenberg in part¬ 
nership with Helen Boynton, 
and sold for $8,100 at the 2007 


Mountain Springs Pennsylvania 
Racing Bred Fall Mixed Sale 
in Shardesville, Pa., Black Tie 
Only races for Briardale Stable 
and Cavanaugh Breen Farm and 
trainer Guadalupe Preciado. 

Relishing the sloppy track 
in Inis latest outing, he survived 
a hard-fought battle with On 
Deck to prevail by a neck. 

Out of the Williams town 
mare Thinkoutsidethebox (a 
half-sister to graded winner Big 
Chill), Black Tie Only broke 


his maiden on the turf last July, 
and now boasts eight in-the- 
money finishes from 13 starts. 

“We thought we’d be a big 
fish in a small pond by selling at 
Shardesville,” said Goldenberg. 
“He was a really nice yearling 
and has turned out to be a very 
good race horse. I think he has 
even more ability on the turf 
than the dirt.” 

Safe Haven Equine is a 
full-service facility standing 
the stallions Show Tune (by 
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Unbridled's Song) and Emperor 
Tiberius (by Storm Cat). 

Show Tune's first crop 
comes to the races this sea¬ 
son. Emperor Tiberius, a half- 
brother to graded stakes win¬ 
ner Mull of Kintyre, entered 
stud this season. His dam, the 
Easy Goer mare Retrospective, 
is a half-sister to leading sire 
Broad Brush. 

Goldenberg has spent her 
life with horses in a variety of 
disciplines, including dressage, 
foxhunting and show jumping, 
and studied under top equestri¬ 
ans George Morris and Michael 
Matz. 

She is also a licensed train¬ 
er. Two days before Black Tie 
Only's win at Philadelphia Park, 
she saddled 41-1 Walronds to 
an upset win at Penn National. 

In addition, Goldenberg is 
involved in Thoroughbred res¬ 
cue and new career prepara¬ 
tion, and has been responsible 
for the safe placement of more 
than 1,000 horses. 

In the ultra-competitive 
Philadelphia Park jockey colo¬ 
ny, apprentice Gary Wales has 
more than held his own so far 
in 2010. 

The native of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, was sixth in the stand¬ 
ings through March 30, with 23 
wins from 210 starts, behind 
some veteran heavy-hitters 
such as Kendrick Carmouche, 
Frankie Pennington and Stewart 
Elliott. 


“I've wanted to be a jockey 
since I was 12 years old," said 
Wales. “None of my family 
was involved with horses but I 
loved them." 

Wales was riding at Suffolk 
Downs last year when his agent, 
Max Hall, decided he should 
move his tack to Philadelphia 
Park, where the purses were 
much richer. 

“I'm still developing my 
skills, and I've learned a lot 
from the jockeys that are here,” 
said Wales. “Tony Black and 
Joe Hampshire in particular 
have been very helpful. I just 
want to show trainers that I 
work hard and hopefully I can 
build enough business so that 
when I lose the bug, I can carry 
on later and have a successful 
career." 

Carmouche added to his 
lead in the jockeys' standings 
by booting home five winners 
on March 20. He scored with 
Margeisforthebirds (first race), 
Bit O Lightning (third), Middle 
Bank (eighth), Halo Hollie 
(ninth) and Kintoabanker 
(10 th). 

Perhaps the most impressive 
winner of Carmouche's quintet 
was Casey K Racing Stable's 
Middle Bank, who zipped 
seven furlongs in 1:22.62 in 
taking a first-level allowance. 

A 4-year-old son of 
Petionville trained by Robert 
E. (Butch) Reid Jr., Middle 
Bank lagged in sixth position 
throughout the first quarter 


mile, moved up to fourth by 
the time they'd gone a half in 
:44.43, then was swung outside 
horses by Carmouche coming 
off the turn. He roared past 
tiring pacesetter Baby King and 
stormed down the stretch, wid¬ 
ening his lead with every stride. 
The gray flashed under the wire 
five lengths in front of his clos¬ 
est rival. 

Reid claimed Middle Bank 
for $15,000 out of his previous 
start, which he also won. Out 
of the Relaunch mare Miss Re 
Anna, Middle Bank now has 
a career record of three wins 
from 13 starts, and earnings of 
$99,160. 

In 2009, Victory Thorough¬ 
breds LLC enjoyed a banner 
season, earning two year-end 
awards from the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's 
Association. 

Victory Thoroughbreds's 
multiple stakes winner Chero¬ 
kee Country was named horse 
of the year as well as leading 
older horse, and Lobo Del 
Norte was honored as the out¬ 
standing claim of the year. 

Lobo Del Norte has contin¬ 
ued his winning ways in 2010, 
capturing two of his three 
starts, including an optional 
claimer on March 9. 

Under jockey Abel Mariano, 
the 4-year-old son of Petionville 
settled just off the leaders in 
fourth position through the 
first half mile of the six and a 
half-furlong contest, then split 


horses on the turn to challenge 
for the lead, took command 
in upper stretch, and drew off 
to win by three and a quarter 
lengths. 

The time was a peppy 
1:16.96, but not quick enough 
to threaten the track record 
of 1:14.39 set by Cherokee 
Country in September 2009. 

Ramon Preciado trains all 
of the Victory Thoroughbreds 
horses. Through racing of 
March 30, Preciado, brother 
of Philadelphia Park trainer 
Guadalupe Preciado, had won 
15 of 66 starts (23 percent). 

Strut the Canary showed 
her class while coming from 
off the pace to take a six and 
a half-furlong allowance on 
March 21 by three lengths in 
the excellent time of 1:15.82 
over a fast track. 

Trained by Tim Tullock, 
Strut the Canary has done lit¬ 
tle wrong in nine career starts, 
winning five times and placing 
three times, for earnings of 
$ 120 , 210 . 

Owned and bred by Ever¬ 
est Stables in Kentucky, the 
4-year-old daughter of Mine- 
shaft (out of Flash of Fashion, 
by Petionville) was an $85,000 
buy-back at the 2007 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale. 
Last year, she captured three 
straight, including the Marshua 
Stakes at Laurel Park, and was 
also second in Laurel's Wide 
Country Stakes. ^

P ennsylvania's booming 

purses, funded by expand¬ 
ed gaming, have lured 
numerous trainers from other 
circuits in the last two years. 
Among them is Kristin Mul- 
hall, who sent a string of six 
horses from her southern Cali¬ 
fornia base to Penn National 
late last fall. 

“I came out to Pennsylvania 
last July and drove to all the 
tracks, and I really liked Penn 
National's surface," said Mul- 
hall, who added that she was 


impressed by the hospitality she 
was shown at the Grantville oval. 
“I shipped six horses out to start 
and I'm hoping to have more 
come within the next month. I 
sent my main foreman, Roman 
Rocha, out with the horses along 
with an exercise rider, and I'm 
flying back and forth from 
California every couple of 
weeks for three to four days at 
a time to get on all of them and 
make sure everything is okay." 

One of the runners Mulhall 
sent to Penn National is Fran- 


jelica, a 4-year-old Mizzen 
Mast filly she bred, owns and 
trains. On March 25, under 
jockey David Cora, Franjelica 
earned a hard-fought victory 
in a six-furlong allowance test 
for fillies and mares, scoring 
by three-quarters of a length. 
It was Mulhall's first victory 
at Penn National from three 
starts. 

And it was a gritty display 
from Franjelica. The gray was 
on or near the lead for most 
of the distance, battling it out 
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with Sweet Bam a Breeze until 
the final 70 yards, when she 
edged away for the win, timed 
in 1:10.92. 

Franjelica had last raced at 
Santa Anita on February 7, 
when she broke her maiden for 
a $25,000 tag on the synthetic 
surface. Her career record 
stands at three starts, two wins 
and $31,000 in earnings. 

“She spent most of her life 
growing up in my backyard, so 
we have quite a connection,” 
said Mulhall. “She is a great big 
filly and I think she will really 
excel running long on the turf, 
so I left her turned out until 
late in her 3-year-old year to let 
her grow up and mature. I am 
hoping to try her on the grass 
as soon as we can.” 

Franjelica’s dam, No Pulp, is 
an unraced daughter of Silver 
Deputy and a half-sister to mil¬ 
lionaire sprinter Diabolical. Her 
third dam, Plenty of Grace, 
captured the Grade 1 Yellow 
Ribbon Invitational Stakes at 
Santa Anita and four additional 
graded races. 

Mulhall, 27, made a splash 
soon after acquiring her trainer's 
license, saddling Imperialism 
to a third-place finish in the 
2004 Kentucky Derby. The 
youngest female trainer ever 
to enter a horse in the run for 
the roses, she comes from a 
high-profile racing family. Her 
father, Richard Mulhall, trained 
horses for three decades 
before becoming stable man¬ 
ager for the late Prince Ahmed 
bin Salman’s Thoroughbred 
Corporation, whose star run¬ 
ners included 2002 Preakness 
winner War Emblem. Recently, 
Kristin Mulhall was featured 
in season two of the Animal 
Planet series Jockeys. 

After topping out at about 
$170,000 per night during the 
first three months of the year, 
purses at Penn National were 
cut at the end of March. 

“Purses are being adjusted 
slightly downward with a tar¬ 
get of around $156,000 per 
night,” said Chris McErlean, 
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AROUND THE 
OVALS 


vice-president of racing for 
Penn National Gaming Inc. 
McErlean said that the purse 
cuts were due to the weather 
and the table games tax that 
will be imposed on all gaming 
license holders in the state. 

Penn National’s purse lev¬ 
els of $170,000 represented a 
30 percent increase over 2009, 
according to The Jockey Club 
Information Services. 

Puddy de Luca, a 4-year- 
old daughter of Hold That 
Tiger, gave an impressive per¬ 
formance on March 26, out¬ 
lasting eight rivals in a five and 
a half-furlong allowance race. 

With jockey Frankie Pen¬ 
nington coming from Phila¬ 
delphia Park for the riding 
duties, the chestnut was sent 
off the second choice behind 
even-money favorite Bluebird 
Quartet, whose chances were 
compromised when she was 
bumped at the break. Puddy 
de Luca stalked the pace set 
by 10-1 Kelly Irish Girl, then 
made her move at the head of 
the stretch, kicking clear of the 
field while outside horses and 
maintaining a clear lead to win 
by one and a quarter lengths in 
1:03.93-slightly more than a 
second off the track record set 
by Just Don last August,

(Butch) Reid Jr., and owned 
by B.P Reid Stable, Puddy de 
Luca was bred in Pennsylvania 


by the Pewter Stable of Greg 
and Kathleen DeMasi and is 
the first foal out of Vaulted 
Numbers (by Polish Numbers), 
a half-sister to the good turf 
sprinter Kosmo’s Buddy 

Puddy de Luca earned 
$27,360 for the victory, increas¬ 
ing her earnings to $143,538. 
She has won four of her 10 
lifetime starts. 

Trainer Dale Capuano 
shipped to Penn National on 
the evening of March 25 from 
his Laurel Park base and sent 
out Skeedattle Associates’s 
Slick Talking to a long-await¬ 
ed maiden special weight vic¬ 
tory. 

With Clinton Potts in the 
saddle, Slick Talking showed 
speed from the outset in the 
five and a half-furlong test, 
pushing 23-1 Believe in Love 
through quick opening frac¬ 
tions. Around the turn, Slick 
Talking was taken to the rail, 
where he scooted through an 
opening and took command, 
accelerating away from six foes 
to win by nearly six lengths in 
1:04.29. 

By Fusaichi Pegasus, 4-year- 
old Slick Talking is the first foal 
from Skeedattle’s homebred 
graded stakes winner Dixie 
Talking (by Dixieland Band), 
herself the first foal produced 
by the partnership’s 2000 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 


Year Gin Talking (by Allen’s 
Prospect). 

Slick Talking was a $185,000 
buy-back at the 2007 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale. He 
made 12 starts before finally 
sealing the maiden win; prior 
to this start, he had seven sec¬ 
onds and a third. The $20,400 
winner’s share of the purse 
brought his career bankroll to 
$65,220. 

Gator Bay made his first 
career start a winning one when 
he decisively defeated 10 rivals 
in a maiden special weight for 
3-year-old Pennsylvania-breds 
on March 27. 

He broke like a shot and was 
never headed, setting fractions 
of :22.07, :45.41, :58.47 and 
then extended his lead to four 
lengths in midstretch. Jockey 
Rodrigo Madrigal Jr. throttled 
the bay down inside the eighth 
pole and he cruised home three 
and three-quarters lengths to 
the good of his closest rival. 

Gator Bay, from the first 
crop of Maryland sire Gators N 
Bears, is trained by Flint Stites 
for Fountain Springs Stable. He 
was bred by Vicki Beam. 

Maryland-based trainer 
Rodney Jenkins had a prof¬ 
itable evening on March 19 
when he shipped in Lazy Lane 
Farms Inc.’s homebred Patriot 
Miss for a six-length allowance 
victory. 


It was only the third career 
start for the 3-year-old Vir¬ 
ginia-bred daughter of Quiet 
American who broke her maid¬ 
en at Charles Town on January 
13, then finished third in an 
allowance at Laurel Park on 
February 27, each time guided 
by jockey Travis Dunkelberger. 

Patriot Miss comes from an 
illustrious female family, as a 
daughter of the Deputy Minis¬ 
ter mare Falling Leaves, whose 
dam, Autumn Leaf (by Gone 
West), is a half-sister to multiple 
Grade 1 -winning millionaire 
Keeper Hill and multiple grad- 
ed-winning sire Golden Gear. 

Following the lead of other 
race tracks in the country, Penn 
National Gaming Inc. has 
announced an anti-slaughter 
policy. 

It states that: “Any horse¬ 
man stabled at a Penn National 
Gaming Inc. owned or oper¬ 
ated horse racing facility who 
knowingly, or without conduct¬ 
ing proper due diligence, sells a 
horse for slaughter, directly or 
indirectly, will have his or her 
stalls revoked and may, in addi¬ 
tion, be barred from all of our 
racing properties.” 

Chris McErlean, PNG’s 
vice-president of racing, said, 
“We plan to assist our respec¬ 
tive horsemen’s organizations 
in promoting and advertising 
available options.” W

HAS WINNING 
DOWN TO A 
SCIENCE AT 
CHARLES TOWN

T he long-anticipated match¬ 
up between Charles Town’s 
two reigning stars turned 
out to be a mismatch when 
Researcher and Russell Road 
squared off in a mile and a 
sixteenth allowance contest on 
March 27. 

The duo were testing their 
mettle in preparation for the $1 
million Charles Town Classic 
on April 17. 

Researcher, who beat a 
classy field in winning last year’s 
inaugural running of the 
Classic, flashed the form that 


has made him a huge fan favor¬ 
ite at this track. 

In his second start of 2010, 
and his first appearance this 
season at Charles Town, the 
6-year-old Virginia-bred geld¬ 
ing surged to the front on the 
backstretch to earn a length 
and a half advantage with six 
furlongs to go. After that, the 
race was all but finished. Jockey 
Luis Perez didn’t need to ask 
the powerful bay for more. 

Researcher won by a com¬ 
fortable six and a half lengths 
in 1:45.21 over a fast track. 


Russell Road, with Travis 
Dunkelberger up, easily han¬ 
dled third-place finisher Ry’s 
Not Shy to finish second. 

For Researcher’s trainer Jeff 
Runco, the tune-up validated 
what he had thought all winter. 

“We’d been training great 
going into this race,” said 
Runco. “I was expecting a big 
race—hoping for it, anyway, 
and it turned out great. He 
definitely likes this track. He 
always runs his best races here. 
He looked like he was back to 
his old self, for sure.” 
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In his second start of the year, 
NOT FOR LOVE's gorgeous 
4-year-old son TOGETHER 
INDY powered down 
Keeneland's stretch to take the 
Gr. 2 Commonwealth Breeders' 
Cup S. by a length in his 
synthetic track debut.

INDY boosted his record to 
three wins, a second and a 
third in seven starts, earning 
$221,554.

The only major connec¬ 
tion missing from the scene 
was Researcher's late owner 
Hermen Greenberg, who died 
on February 28 at the age of 
89. The gelding continues to 
race in the colors of Rutledge 
Farm, the Middleburg, Va., 
establishment maintained for 
many years by Greenberg and 
his wife, Monica. 

While Researcher was a near 
certainty to run in the Charles 
Town Classic after his daz¬ 
zling prep, Russell Road was 
no sure thing for that race. 
With a stacked field antici¬ 
pated for the Classic and a 
seven-furlong stakes for state- 
breds on the same card, owner 
Mark Russell and trainer James 
W. Casey were taking a wait- 
and-see approach. Casey saw 
about what he expected when 
4-year-old Russell Road faced 
Researcher. 

“Researcher is an older horse 
and we're moving up from the 
3-year-olds,” Casey said. “That's 
a big jump sometimes. I think 
it's Researcher's distance more 
than Russell Road's; he prob¬ 
ably tikes seventh-eighths bet¬ 
ter. I thought he ran a decent 
race and I think he'll improve 
on it a tittle bit. 

“I wasn't disappointed. He 
ran about tike I thought he 
would, to tell you the truth.” 

Another talented Charles 
Town regular made her sea¬ 
son's debut on March 27 with 
predictable results. James 
S. Carter's 4-year-old West 
Virginia-bred filly Beware of 
the Bop delivered a sharp two 
and a half-length victory in a 
four and a half-furlong sprint 
under regular jockey Larry 
Reynolds. 

In 2009, Beware of the Bop 
won nine races (three stakes), 
while finishing out of the 
money only once in a dozen 
starts —all at Charles Town. 
Trainer Timothy Grams said 
she may have to expand her 
horizons somewhat this year. 

“We’re going to stay pretty 
tight with this West Virginia 
program,” Grams said, adding 


that he and Carter also intend 
to “try her on the turf a tittle 
bit, since she's bred for it.” 

Beware of the Bop’s sire, 
Bop (a son of Rahy), was a mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner and world 
record-setter on the grass, and 
her maternal grandsire, 1983 
Belmont Stakes winner Caveat, 
earned high marks as a turf 
sire. 

Grams, who fielded a dizzy¬ 
ing array of talented fillies and 
mares last year, has a few new¬ 
comers he's excited to work into 
the action this year. Perhaps the 
most promising is Mr. and Mrs. 
Laurence Stoney Jr.’s homebred 
Cat o’ Nine Tails, a 3-year-old 
South Carolina-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Prized who delivered 
a strong second-place perfor¬ 
mance against the boys while 
making her debut in a maiden 
special weight sprint on March 
10 . 

Grams and Reynolds had a 
nice win prior to that, on March 
7, when G.S. Davis Racing's 
Green Suede Shoes took a 
four and a half-furlong allow¬ 
ance by a neck with an all-out 
effort down the stretch, defeat¬ 
ing Mississippi Man and Austin 
Lavina Baby, who finished in a 
dead heat. The 6-year-old West 
Virginia-bred gelding, a son 
of Meadow Monster—Ever 
Imelda, by Personal Hope, 
captured the It's Only Money 
Stakes last year and also has 
to his credit two West Virginia 
Breeders Classics stakes plac- 
ings. His earnings now total 
$219,295. 

James L. (Chuck) Lawrence 
II celebrated a double on 
March 27, taking victories with 
two homebreds whom he also 
trains. His Oyez Oyez romped 
to an eight-length victory in a 
six and a half-furlong allow¬ 
ance for fillies and mares at 
Charles Town, just three hours 
after Cashby was moved up to 
victory upon a disqualification 
after finishing second at Penn 
National. 

Oyez Oyez, a 4-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred daughter of 
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West Virginia stallion Makin, 
was lightly raced last year, hav¬ 
ing developed a bone chip in 
her knee after her maiden vic¬ 
tory in May Lawrence elected 
to give her a nine-month layoff, 
and in her two starts this sea¬ 
son she has crushed all com¬ 
petition. 

“It’s nice when you go in the 
gate and you’re a 7-10 favorite,” 
Lawrence said. “She’s a beauti¬ 
ful filly in the morning, and 
she’s showing that she’s the 
same in the afternoon.” 

On March 26, the vener¬ 
able 9-year-old Maryland-bred 
gelding Love’s Strong Hart 
bested a strong allowance field, 
scoring by a neck over runner- 
up Halton. Green Suede Shoes 
was third in a field that included 
Trust Or Bust, Ju Jitsu Jax, Sea 
Dubai, Nay’s Tap and Love to 
the Max. Love’s Strong Hart, a 
son of Not For Love owned by 
the Hartner Family Trust and 
trained by Damon Dilodovico, 
posted a winning time of :51.69 
for four and a half furlongs on 
a fast track. 

James W Casey started off 
the month on a high note when 
his homebred 3-year-old colt 
Clarke County won a seven- 
furlong maiden special weight 
by three and three-quarters 


lengths on March 3. The 
chestnut son of home stallion 
Luftikus (out of Katelyn Rose 
Deane, by Ormsby), twice 
stakes-placed in 2009, had a 
winning time of 1:28.22. 

Another Luftikus-sired run¬ 
ner, the 3-year-old colt Pros¬ 
pects of Love, won a maiden 
claiming race by three and a 
quarter lengths for Casey’s 
Taylor Mountain Farm LLC 
on March 11. Jockey Arnaldo 
Bocachica guided the colt 
through a clean run over the 
six and a half-furlong test to 
win as the 1.40-1 favorite in 
1:21.81, but no one dropped 
the $25,000 claim slip. 

Heavy favorite Colonel J W 
justified the faith of his backers 
in a March 21 allowance race, 
winning by seven and a half 
lengths in 1:26.97 over seven 
furlongs for Taylor Mountain 
Farm. Bocachica pushed 
Colonel J W to the lead at the 
half-mile mark, and the Windsor 
Castle 4-year-old breezed from 
there. 

Windsor’s Secret demol¬ 
ished the field for an 11%- 
length win in a maiden race on 
March 17. The Windsor Casde 
gelding, a 3-year-old owned 
and bred by Rodney Kelly 
and trained by Jeff Allen, had 


missed in each of his 13 earlier 
tries while finishing second or 
third seven times. 

Runco tallied an upset vic¬ 
tory in a six and a half-fur- 
long allowance on March 18 
when apprentice rider Joshua 
Navarro rode 33-1 longshot 
Sea Rescue to a narrow win. 
Sea Rescue, a 4-year-old home¬ 
bred by Brahms, nipped Jose’ 
Boy by a nose for the victory. 

Sea Rescue is a half-brother 
to Dahlgren Hall (by Mutak- 
ddim), who won the 2006 
Tri-State and West Virginia 
Futurities for Runco and his 
wife, Susan. 

A pair of veteran mares 
changed hands on March 26 
for $16,000 in an optional 
claiming race when trainer 
Ollie Figgins III picked up 
Come Here Oonga for Sydney 
Racing LLC, and owner/train- 
er Gerald Burns dropped the 
claim slip on Swish Maravich. 
Neither horse won that day, as 
the Larry Myers-trained Little 
Shiney scored by a length. 

Premier Stables Unlimited 
and TAG S tables’s East 
Breaks, with Dunkelberger 
aboard, beat the aging princess 
Julie B by three and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths in an open filly/ 
mare allowance on March 28. 


Since taking over the train¬ 
ing duties of East Breaks in 
August 2009, Mark Shuman has 
sent the Kentucky-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Flatter out 10 times at 
eight different tracks. In eight 
of those starts she has been 
third or better, counting allow¬ 
ance wins at Delaware Park, 
Penn National, Philadelphia 
Park and Charles Town. She 
earned black type when third 
in Aqueduct’s Interborough 
Handicap on January 1. 

Sent off as the odds-on 
favorite in her most recent start, 
East Breaks was never headed 
in the seven-furlong test. 

The accomplished Julie B, 
now 7, hasn’t won since May 
2009, but the O’Sullivan Farms 
homebred trained by George 
Yetsook remains competitive. 
Stakes-placed in her final start 
of the 2009 season, Julie B 
came out for her 2010 debut in 
February and finished second 
to stakes winner Aspenglow in 
allowance company. 

In 32 starts, the daugh¬ 
ter of Eastover Court boasts 
15 career victories (10 stakes 
wins, including two editions of 
Charles Town’s premier distaff 
event, the West Virginia Cavada 
Breeders Classic), and earnings 
of $884,030. m

Rimrod's first starter, 
Vianello was his sire's first win¬ 
ner when breaking his maiden 
at Deauville race course in 
France in December. Vianello 
now boasts three wins and 
three placings in eight starts for 
owner Stall Steigenberger and 
trainer Peter Schiergen. Albert 
Steigenberger bred Vianello 


out of the Saint Ballado mare 
Silview. 

A half-sister to Group 2 
winner Flashing Numbers, 
Silview initially sold, with 
Vianello in utero, at the Tat- 
tersalls December Mare sale 
in 2006 for the equivalent of 
$91,551. The mare's first foal is 
$140,150-earner Palamonium, 
a multiple allowance winner by 
Rim rod's s takes -winning full 
brother Syncline. Vianello is 
Silview's second foal. 

George Strawbridge bred 
both Silview and Rimrod, a 
son of Dan 2 ig whom he cam¬ 
paigned to win three races 
in 13 starts in three coun¬ 
tries. An earner of $101,465,

Rimrod was a stakes winner 
at 2 when taking the one-mile 
Stardom Stakes at Goodwood 
in England. At 3, he captured 
the seven-furlong Surrey Stakes 
at Epsom and finished third 
in the Jersey Stakes-G3 and 
Heron Stakes. 

Rimrod is out of the extraor¬ 
dinary producer Annie Edge 
(Ire), a stakes-winning daugh¬ 
ter of Nebbiolo who placed 
third in Ireland's classic One 
Thousand Guineas-Gl. 

In addition to $172,790- 
earner Syncline, Rimrod is a 
younger full brother to mul¬ 
tiple graded/group stakes win¬ 
ner Seebe and stakes winner 
Skillington. Seebe was an earner 
of $309,544 in England, France 
and the U.S. with seven stakes 
wins or placings, including a 


second in the Poule d'Essai des 
Pouliches-Gl. Rimrod is also 
a half-brother to Grade 3 win¬ 
ner Rory Creek, and the most 
accomplished of all of Annie 
Edge's runners, Selkirk. 

A son of Sharpen Up (GB), 
Selkirk was a champion miler 
in England and France. An 
earner of $904,327, Group 
1 winner Selkirk has made a 
long and successful stud career 
in England, siring more than 
75 stakes winners, 39 of them 
group winners. 

Rimrod has 14 current 
3-year-olds and a crop of 18 
juveniles. The 10-year-old stal¬ 
lion has made his career at 
Castle Rock Farm in Unionville, 
Pa., and stands for $1,500 live 
foal, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses. 
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SPEEDY CABLE BOY 
ENTERS STUD IN 
NEW JERSEY 


C able Boy, whose dazzling 
performances in his first 
three career starts put him 
on the fast track to Grade 1 
competition, has been retired 
to stud to Colonial Farms in 
Colts Neck, N.J. The 6-year-old 
son of Jump Start stands his 
first season for an introductory 
fee of $1,000 live foal with dis¬ 
counts for multiple bookings. 

Cable Boy debuted at Mon¬ 
mouth Park in May 2007 and 
easily swept to victory in a 
maiden special weight at six 
furlongs. 

That race tightened him 
for a spectacular performance 
two weeks later, as he bounded 


along on the front end of a 
mile and 70-yard allowance and 
rolled home by four and a quar¬ 
ter lengths. His time of 1:38.78 
was a new Monmouth Park 
track record. 

One month later, Cable Boy 
returned for his first stakes 
attempt and led throughout 
in Monmouth’s Coronado’s 
Quest, also at a mile and 70 
yards. Posting swift fractions 
of :22.66, :45.51 and 1:09.55, 
he cruised to victory by three 
and three-quarters lengths in 
1:39.42 over a field that includ¬ 
ed Pink Viper and Digger. 

Cable Boy faced his stiffest 
test when sent postward for the 


$1 million Haskell Invitational- 
G1 next out. Tackling Curlin, 
Hard Spun and Any Given 
Saturday in the mile and an 
eighth mid-summer fixture, 
Cable Boy shot to the lead 
and was still on top after six 
furlongs, but weakened to fin¬ 
ish fifth. 

After turning in a simi¬ 
lar effort in the Pennsylvania 
Derby-G2, Cable Boy was on 
the shelf for more than a year 
while recuperating from inju¬ 
ry, and reappeared in a one- 
mile allowance on the turf at 
Monmouth Park. He dueled 
on the front end for the entire 
trip before giving way to finish 
second to solid allowance run¬ 
ner Divine Master. 

Following another long 
break, Cable Boy came back 
to win or place in three of five 
starts. While showing glimpses 
of his earlier talent, he was 
not able to compete at the 
same level as at the start of 
his career. He retired with four 
wins, two seconds and a third

T rack record-setter Captain 
Red, a son of top sire Mr. 
Greeley, has relocated 
from New York to stand at the 
Virginia Equine Research facil¬ 
ity at Morgan Mills in Jeffer- 
sonton. Virginia Equine 
Research, a commercial opera¬ 
tion that produces feeds and 
supplements, is owned by Karl 
Donaghy and Andrea Weyer. 
Thirteen-year-old Captain Red 
is owned in the name of 
Virginia Equine Research and 
stands free to approved mares. 

An allowance winner of 13 
races, Captain Red turned in 
efforts that placed him among 


the best sprinters on the East 
Coast in the early 2000s. He hit 
the board in 10 of his 15 starts 
as a 3-year-old while winning at 
Gulfstream Park, Belmont Park 
and Aqueduct. 

Stakes-placed at 4 when 
second to Cox’s Sweep in the 
six-furlong Rockingham Park 
Sprint Handicap, Captain 
Red showed his strength at 
age 6. The highlight that sea¬ 
son was his six-furlong track 
record at Aqueduct. Setting 
every fraction, he completed 
the allowance race in 1:07.93 
while defeating multimillion¬ 
aires Affirmed Success and 


Say Florida Sandy, and stakes 
winners Esteemed Friend, 
Storm Commander and Gold 
I. D. Combined, the field had 
earnings of nearly $6 million. 
Captain Red’s six-furlong mark 
still stands. In his next start, 
Captain Red finished third, to 
Affirmed Success and Peeping 
Tom, in the Grade 3 Toboggan 
Handicap. 

In 47 trips to the post, 
Captain Red also recorded six 
seconds and six thirds while 
amassing $368,231. 

A half-brother to Roland- 
themonarch ($197,713, Simply 
Majestic H, etc.) and stakes- 
placed Pay the Bank, Captain 
Red is out of Mary Roland 
(by Relaunch). He has two 
stakes-producing half-sisters — 
Beths Way, the dam of Tiger 
Monarch ($324,534, Louisiana 
Premier Night Gentlemen S, 
etc.), Merry Mary ($248,759, 
Red Camelia H, etc.) and Next 
Milennium ($154,360, Gentilly 
H, etc.); and Judy’s Magic, 


in 11 starts, and career earnings 
of $156,580. 

From the first crop of 
graded stakes-winning juvenile 
Jump Start (by A.P Indy), Cable 
Boy is out of Princess Stakes 
winner Millee Van, by Taylor’s 
Falls.

J ulia’s Grace, a filly from 
the first crop of Maryland 
sire Mr. Shoplifter, spurted 
away from her competition 
in a maiden race on the eve¬ 
ning of March 24 at Charles 
Town to record her first vic¬ 
tory The 4-year-old filly rac¬ 
ing for owner/trainer Joanna 
Boggs scored by three and half 
lengths in the mile and a six¬ 
teenth test that attracted 10 
runners. 

Bred in Maryland by Andrea 
Lematta, Julia’s Grace is the 
first foal out of the winning 
Laabity mare Early Primrose 
and is one of four foals in Mr. 
Shoplifter’s oldest crop. The 
11-year-old stallion, owned by 


Lematta, has 10 current 3-year- 
olds in his second crop. 

A winning son of Devil’s 
Bag out of the $102,540-earner 
Miss Shoplifter (by Exuberant), 
Mr. Shoplifter is a half-brother 
to Put It Back, a graded stakes- 
winning sprinter and Florida’s 
leading sire of stakes winners 
the past three years. Put It 
Back’s runners have included 
three champions as well as mil¬ 
lionaires Black Bar Spin and In 
Summation. 

Mr. Shoplifter’s grand-

LIAM’S DREAM A TRUE 
SUCCESS STORY FOR 
PENNSYLVANIA BREEDERS 



W hen the Saint Liam 
filly out of Danzig’s 
Dreamer was born at 
Karen and Gary Farrar’s farm 
in Cochranville, Pa., in April 
2007, Karen Farrar knew she 
was looking at something spe¬ 
cial. 

“Breathtakingly beauti¬ 
ful,” is how Farrar, a lifelong 
horsewoman, describes Liam’s 
Dream. The filly has since 
proven exceptionally talented 
as well, sweeping to victory in 
Aqueduct’s Cicada Stakes-G3 
on March 20 to become the 
first graded stakes winner bred 
by the Farrars. 

Liam’s Dream campaigns for 
William and Suzanne Warren, 
who owned 2005 Horse of the 
Year Saint Liam. The Farrars 
had every intention of keeping 
the dark bay filly and racing 
her for them selves-“She was 
my favorite filly, 5 ’ noted Karen 
Farrar—but fate intervened. 

When Saint Liam died 
after one breeding season at 
Lane’s End in Versailles, Ky., 
from injuries suffered in a pad- 
dock accident, William Warren 
sought to get his hands on as 
many of his champion’s off¬ 
spring as possible. 

“Lane’s End called all the 
breeders who had Saint Liam 
foals,” said Farrar. “However, 


they were looking more at the 
colts. Mark Reid [racing man¬ 
ager for the Warrens], who lives 
nearby and had seen our filly, 
suggested that Mr. Warren look 
at her. We really didn’t think 
they would be interested.” 

But Warren made the Far¬ 
rars an offer they couldn’t turn 
down, and they sold Liam’s 
Dream privately to him as a 
weanling. Now with trainer 
Tony Dutrow, Liam’s Dream 
has won three of four starts 
and earned $149,760. 

Making her debut on Nov¬ 
ember 3 at Philadelphia Park, 
she drew off to win by three and 
a quarter lengths going five and 
a half furlongs. Reappearing at 
Philadelphia a month later and 
adding a furlong, she powered 
to a frontrunning, five and a 
half-length score. 

Liam’s Dream’s stakes debut 
came at Gulfs tre am Park. 
Facing 10 others in the Grade 2 
Forward Gal Stakes on January 
31, she rallied to finish third 
behind winner Bickers ons in 
the seven-furlong test. 

She faced Bickers ons again 
in the Cicada. Sent off as the 
5.80-1 third choice in the field 
of seven, Liam’s Dream had to 
overcome a poor start that land¬ 
ed her at the back of the field. 
Rushed up by Anna Napravnik 


to stay in contact with the 
leaders down the backstretch, 
Liam’s Dream skimmed the rail 
but had to wait for an opening 
coming around the far turn. 
She gamely dove through a 
hole to gain the lead in mid¬ 
stretch, then held off Romantic 
Hideaway to win by a length 
and a half, getting six furlongs 
in 1:10.10. Bickersons faded 
to sixth. 

Just a few hours after the 
Cicada was run, Danzig’s 
Dreamer delivered a Malibu 
Moon filly at the Farrars’ Win- 
tickett Farm LLC. Purchased 
privately by the Farrars after 
she failed to reach her reserve at 
the 2005 Keeneland November 
sale, the Rubiano mare has 
since produced four fillies from 
as many foals. 

Gary Farrar selected Dan¬ 
zig’s Dreamer based on her 
pedigree—she is a half-sister to 
graded winner and leading sire 
Distorted Humor and stakes 
winner Dancing Gulch. She 


remains the most expensive 
horse purchased by the couple, 
who paid $125,000 for her in 
foal to Proud Citizen. 

The Farrars twice attempted 
to sell the Proud Citizen filly, 
named Holdontoyourdream, 
but brought her home both 
times when bidding stopped at 
less than $30,000. 

“No one liked her, and we 
just couldn’t get what we want¬ 
ed,” said Farrar. Also trained by 
Dutrow, Holdontoyourdream 
broke her maiden first out 
at Philadelphia Park at 2. In 
five starts, she has two wins 
and a second, and was third 
in the Comely Stakes-G2 at 
Aqueduct, earning $99,535. 
Given time off to recover from 
a foot bruise and quarter crack, 
she is set to return to the races 
this spring. 

The Farrars intend to sell 
Danzig’s Dreamer’s yearling, by 
Scat Daddy, at a Kentucky sale 
this fall. The mare is being bred 
to Bernardini for 2011.

I The Virginia-bred gelding 
Vendetta appeared to have a 
bright future as a steeplechaser 
after setting a course record in 
winning Saratoga’s Promise 
Hurdle Stakes as a 3-year-old. 
But deciding that he had “too 
much foot to dally over the 
jumps/’ then trainer Danny 
Shea switched him back to the 
main track. 

A solid allowance win¬ 
ner in New Jersey Maryland 
and California, Mrs. Walter F. 
Wickes Jr.’s 4-year-old son of 
Tuscany got his first stakes win 
on opening day of the Laurel 
Park spring meet by capturing 
the Capitol Handicap as the 
favorite, defeating * Mystic II in 
the six-furlong stakes. Vendetta 
followed up with a score in 
Aqueduct’s Westchester Stakes, 
equaling the track’s one-mile 
mark of 1 :35Vs.

fl Papillon, owned by Pennsyl¬ 
vanian Betty Moran, provided 
Moran with one of racing’s 
most prestigious prizes, a vic¬ 
tory in the Grand National 
Steeplechase at Aintree. “It’s a 
tremendous thrill,” said Moran. 
“You wouldn’t dream you could 
win that race, because anyone 
can fall in front of you and 
anything can happen.” 

Moran became just the 
ninth American owner to win 
the famous steeplechase, which 
was first run in 1839. “It com¬ 
pares with the Belmont win 
[in 1985 with Creme Fraiche]. 
That was always very special 
and so is this. They are on a par 
I suppose. You can’t take away 
from your first thrill, but this is 
something.” 

I Trainer Hubert (Sonny) 
Hine, whose legendary career 


got its second stakes winner 
of the Maryland season when 
the 4-year-old colt Quiz Star 
defeated *Mystic II in the Wil- 
wyn Handicap over Laurel’s 
new turf course. Trainer Bur¬ 
ley Parke had been beckoned 
out of retirement to train 
Louis Wolfs on’s string, which 
included the flashy 3-year-old 
Francis S. 

I The Laurel Maturity only 
drew a field of five, but the two 
lead contenders - Meadow 
Stable’s First Landing and Calu¬ 
met Farm’s On-and-On- 
thrilled the crowd of 21,261 
who turned out in early April. 

The champion 2-year-old 
of 1958, First Landing had the 
services of Willie Shoemaker, 
who put the colt on the lead 
from the start. With On-and- 
On at his throatlatch for much 
of the trip. First Landing con¬ 
tinued to find a little more, 
getting the victory by a head. 
In the process, he set a new 
track record of l:49 2 /s for the 
mile and an eighth. The C.T. 
Chenery homebred, a son of 
*Turn-to, pushed his career 
earnings to $643,852. 

began on the backstretch at 
Charles Town in the late 1940s 
and culminated with his horse 
of a lifetime, Skip Away, died at 
the age of 69. 

A second-generation trainer 
whose father had stables in 
Maryland and West Virginia, 
Hine was based in Maryland 
while conditioning the likes of 
Eclipse Award-winning sprinter 
Guilty Conscience, and spent 
his later years on the New 
Jersey/Florida circuit. It was 
in Florida where he purchased 
Skip Away for $22,500 for his 
wife, Baltimore native Carolyn 
Hine. The 1998 Horse of the 
Year retired as the second- 
richest North American runner 
in history, having earned $9.6 
million. 

Hine was inducted into the 
Racing Hall of Fame in 2003. 

B Charles Town’s leading rider, 
Travis Dunkelberger, set a sin¬ 
gle-day record at the track with 
seven winners on the 10-race 
card on March 30. 


fl D. Michael Smithwick made 
history by becoming the first 
rider to win the Maryland Hunt 
Cup six times while guiding 
Fluctuate to his second con¬ 
secutive victory in the coveted 
event. In the process, they 
completed the course in 8:4314, 
bettering the mark set by Block¬ 
ade in 1938 by a fifth of a sec¬ 
ond. 

Fluctuate, a 13-year-old son 
of Swing and Sway, was owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. H. Robertson 
Fenwick. 

B *Celtic Ash’s win in an allow¬ 
ance in late April prompted The 
Maryland Horse scribe Joe 
Hickey Jr. to write: “This colt 
might be one to keep an eye on, 
for he’s following the same reg¬ 


imen prescribed by trainer Tom 
Barry for * Cavan two years 
ago.” 

*Celtic Ash and *Cavan 
were purchased as yearlings 
in Ireland for Boston’s Joseph 
O’Connell. *Cavan won an 
allowance at Laurel in the 
spring of 1958 after a moder¬ 
ate campaign at 2. He went on 
to take the Belmont Stakes two 
months later. 

* Celtic Ash was also back¬ 
ward at 2, and after wintering 
him in South Carolina, Barry 
brought him out to win twice in 
one week at Laurel in April. 

Barry s plan worked again when 
*Celtic Ash swept to a five and 
a half-length victory in the 1960 
Belmont Stakes over Kentucky Derby 
winner Venetian Way.

I “A miracle occurred last 
month in Annapolis when the 
State of Maryland agreed to end 
its discriminatory tax on horse 
racing,” reported the Maryland 
Horse on the passage of Senate 
Bill 569. Signed into law by 
Governor Harry Hughes, the 
bill—which reduced the state’s 
share of the mutuel handle 
from 4.09 percent to a half of 
1 percent—was deemed indus¬ 
try-saving legislation. 

Editor Snowden Carter 
wrote a glowing appraisal of 
Gov. Hughes, whom he 
described as: “. . . Maryland’s 
most effective governor as far 
as racing is concerned. In six 
short years, he has made possi¬ 
ble the rebirth of a nearly dead 
industry.” 

I Stephanie Speakman’s flashy 
10-year-old chestnut gelding 
Our Steeplejack, guided by 
third-generation Hunt Cup 
rider John Bosley IV, won the 
Maryland Hunt Cup by two 
lengths, but had to survive an 
unprecedented objection from 
Joy Carrier (riding three-time 
Hunt Cup winner Cancottage) 
before receiving the trophy. 

I Jim McManus—best known 
as ABC sports host Jim 


McKay—talked about the love 
of racing he shared with his 
wife, Margaret; owning horses; 
and his fledgling idea of the 
Maryland Million. 

Although his plans for the 
Maryland Million were “still in 
the talking stages,” McManus 
was working hard to make it a 
reality in 1986. 

Counted among the 
McManus horses was Angie’s 
Star (by Lord Rebeau). Pur¬ 
chased primarily as a broodmare 
prospect, she was the first horse 
to race in the blue and white 
colors of Margaret McManus. 
Angie’s Star’s first foal, by 
Salutely, was born that spring. 

That foal, named Sean's Ferrari, 
would provide the McManuses with 
one of their greatest racing thrills 
with a stunning victory in the second 
running of the Maryland Million 
Nursery for 2year-olds in 1987. 

Bit became war when Garden 
State Park owner Bob Bren¬ 
nan lured Kentucky Derby 
winner Spend a Buck off the 
Triple Crown trail. Snowden 
Carter’s editorial proved to be 
prophetic: 

“My own guess is that the 
Triple Crown races will sur¬ 
vive Brennan’s attack. He may 
have won the Battle of 1985, 
but, in the years ahead, the 
Preakness will still be there, and 
I’m not all that sure about Mr. 
Brennan.”

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W illiam R. Harris lives in 
Virginia, but for some 50 years 
his large and successful horse 
operation has been rooted in 
Maryland. 

Now "past 80 and headed 
toward 90," and long since 
retired as the owner of a me¬ 
chanical contracting firm, 
Harris Heating, in the Rich¬ 
mond, Va., area, he continues 
to breed and race Thorough¬ 
breds as avidly as ever. 

And why not? 

Harris is having the time of 
his life with Sweet Goodbye, 
his 5-year-old homebred race 
mare who went undefeated 
in her first three starts of this 
season, all stakes, including 
the Grade 2 Barbara Fritchie 
Handicap, for trainer Chris 
Grove. 

So named because her 
dam, the exceptional stakes 
producer Thirty Eight Steps, 
died a few months after she 
was born. Sweet Goodbye has 
turned out to be Harris's best 
runner yet. Champion Mary- 
land-bred 3-year-old filly of 
2008, with her victories that 
season including the Mary¬ 
land Million Oaks, she has 
won 10 of 14 career starts (sev¬ 
en stakes wins) and earned 
$436,072. 

Sweet Goodbye descends 
from a mare. Amaranth Street 
(by Up the Ensign), whom 
Harris purchased off the track 
at Charles Town in the early 
1970s. 

Bred to Anticipating, a 
Bold Ruler son then standing 


in Maryland, Amaranth Street 
produced the stellar perform¬ 
er Amanti, who won or placed 
in 20 stakes for Harris, earning 
$306,981 in the 1980s. 

Amanti's racing talent 
shone through in her offspring, 
including multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Nawmon ($276,701) and 
multiple stakes-placed Quiet 
Gratitude ($260,316) and Im- 
adefender ($113,518). 

Then Amanti's unraced 
daughter Thirty Eight Steps- 
by longtime Maryland sire 
Thirty Eight Paces-raised the 
family to a new level. 

Thirty Eight Steps pro¬ 
duced four widely accom¬ 
plished stakes winners, all by 
stallions standing at Allen and 
Audrey Murray's Murmur 
Farm in Darlington, Md., and 
each campaigned by Harris. 

Her first foal, the 1992 Nor- 
questor filly Norstep, won or 
placed in nine stakes, earning 
$229,845. 

Until recently. Thirty Eight 
Steps's best runner was the 
gelding Deer Run (1997, Deer¬ 


hound), who won the Mary¬ 
land Million Sprint Handicap 
and Fire Plug Stakes and had 
eight additional stakes plac- 
ings, including a runner-up 
performance in the Grade 1 
Frank J. De Francis Memo¬ 
rial Dash; his earnings totaled 
$408,530. 

Before this year, her top 
earner was the gelding Five 
Steps. A son of Yarrow Brae, 
Five Steps amassed $413,746 
while winning half of his 20 
starts (six stakes wins or plac- 
ings) before his untimely 
death two years ago at age 7. 

Sweet Goodbye represents 
the first Maryland crop of her 
sire, Louis Quatorze. Harris 
attributes some of her success 
to the Bold Ruler blood on 
both sides of her family (Louis 
Quatorze's sire. Sovereign 
Dancer, is a grandson of that 
influential stallion). And he's 
looking to build on that nick. 
Sweet Goodbye's winning 
half-sisters Breezy Bray and 
Vontay (both by Yarrow Brae) 
were expecting Louis Qua¬ 
torze offspring this season. ^

Robert E. Meyerhoff built on 
his legacy with Richard's Kid. 


Robert E. Meyerhoff was 
named Maryland's Breeder of 
the Year for 2009-the ninth 
time that he has received this 
honor. 

No other Maryland breed¬ 
er in history has compiled a 
record to equal Meyerhoff, 
who rose to the fore in 1986 
while campaigning homebred 
Broad Brush and has achieved 
continuing success with the 
descendants of that multiple 
graded-winning millionaire. 

In 2009, Meyerhoff's Fitz- 
hugh LLC was represented as 
a breeder by three stakes win¬ 
ners: Horse of the Year Rich¬ 
ard's Kid, Encaustic and Bran¬ 
don's Oboe. 

Hero of the Grade 1 Pacific 
Classic, Richard's Kid (2005; 
Lemon Drop Kid—Tough 
Broad, by Broad Brush) also 
won the John B. Campbell 
Handicap at Laurel Park and 
added stakes placings in the 
Goodwood Breeders' Cup 
Stakes-Gl and Cougar II 
Handicap for season's earn¬ 
ings totaling $732,840, the 
most for any Maryland-bred 
last season. 

Broad Brush's son En¬ 
caustic (out of Meyerhoff's 
outstanding producer Ille- 
ria, dam of Grade 1-winning 
millionaire Include) won or 
placed in six stakes, including 
victories in the Mountaineer 
Mile Handicap and Labor Day 
Stakes, earning $255,335. 

Brandon's Oboe, a son 
of Lemon Drop Kid and the 


Broad Brush daughter Broad 
Expectations, joined the ranks 
of stakes winners at age 5 at 
Marquis Downs in Canada. 

In all, horses bred by Fitz- 
hugh won 49 races in 2009, 
and accounted for $1,877,721 
in earnings. 

Richard's Kid's dam. Tough 
Broad, bred by Meyerhoff and 
owned for the latter part of 
her life by Dr. Tom Bowman, 
earned the Broodmare of the 
Year title. 

Although Richard's Kid 
is her only stakes performer. 
Tough Broad has had four 
winners from five foals to race; 
three of her offspring have 
earned more than $100,000 on 
the track. 

Meyerhoff purchased 
Tough Broad's dam, Rich¬ 


ard's Choice (by Private Ac¬ 
count), for $260,000 at the 1988 
Keeneland July Yearling sale. 

Herself a multiple stakes 
winner of $395,132, Tough 
Broad died in early 2009 as the 
result of a pasture injury that 
also took the life of the Two 
Punch foal she was carrying at 
that time. 

The MHBA's annual Stal¬ 
lion of the Year award was 
likewise no surprise. 

The venerable Not For 
Love, a 20-year-old son of Mr. 
Prospector standing at North- 
view Stallion Station, took 
Stallion of the Year honors for 
the fourth year in a row, and 
seventh time in his career. 

Represented by 16 stakes 
winners, including graded- 
winning Maryland-bred

champions Not for Silver and 
Blind Date, Not For Love re¬ 
peated his feat of 2008, when 
he became the first stallion 
outside of Kentucky to be 
credited with $6 million in 
progeny earnings in a single 
season. His offspring earned 
$6,117,580 in 2009. 

Not For Love has ranked as 
the nation's leading sire stand¬ 
ing outside of Kentucky (by 
North American earnings) for 
seven consecutive years. 

♦ 

The Tesio Award, present¬ 
ed only when a majority of 
MHBA board members feels 
that someone has made an 
exceptional impact on the in¬ 
dustry, is presented this year 
in recognition of the late Hal 
C.B. Clagett. 

Clagett, who died on Feb¬ 
ruary 1 at the age of 93, wrote 
the legislation that led to the 
creation of the Maryland-bred 
Fund in 1962. 

A breeder/owner in south¬ 
ern Maryland for more than 
60 years, Clagett served three 
terms as president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation (1969 to 1971). 

He bred and raised five 
Maryland-bred champions, 
the most noteworthy being 
millionaire Little Bold John 
(champion older male in 1988 
and '89). Others were Ameri 
Valay (sire of 2002 Preakness 
runner-up Magic Weisner), 
Carnirainbow, Run Alden and 
Assault John. ^ 












Longtime 
MHBA employee 
Gale Shaffer retires 


Gale Shaffer, the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation's longtime receptionist 
and registrar, retired on March 
31. 

During her 20 years with 
the MHBA, Shaffer fielded 
countless calls from those 
seeking information on a wide 
range of horse-related topics. 

"Gale's cheerful and pa¬ 
tient manner, along with her 
wealth of knowledge, was an 
important asset to the office 
and to the Maryland breed¬ 


ing industry as a whole," said 
MHBA executive director 
Cricket Goodall. 

A lifelong Maryland horse- 
person, Shaffer, 66, grew up 
riding and showing in Anne 
Arundel County She recalls 
buying her first horse during 
her senior year in high school, 
using money she earned by 
baby sitting and working at 
the nearby stable in exchange 
for board. 

Shaffer graduated from the 
Baltimore College of Com¬ 



merce and was employed as 
an administrative assistant at 
Alco-Gravure printing com¬ 
pany in Glen Burnie until 
marrying and moving to Car- 
roll County in 1968. 

She was a "stay-at-home 
Mom and farmhand" for some 
15 years, breeding and raising 


Thoroughbreds while her then 
husband, David Shaffer, kept 
Appaloosas. 

Although Gale bred for the 
race track, the best horse to 
come off of her farm was stee¬ 
plechase star Treasure Island, 
who won the 1983 Grand Na¬ 
tional at Butler. 

In 1985, Shaffer rejoined the 
indoor work force, with a job 
as bookkeeper and adminis¬ 
trative assistant at David and 
Jo Ann Hayden's Dark Hollow 
Farm in Upperco, where she 
remained until being hired at 
the MHBA in February 1990.

Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 



All Giving romps in 
Primonetta Stakes 

All Giving, the champion 
Maryland-bred older mare 
of 2009, returned to her win¬ 
ning ways with a galloping 
victory in the $70,000 Primon¬ 
etta Stakes at Laurel Park on 
April 3. Owned by Concepts 
Unlimited Stable and Cath¬ 
erine J. Smith, All Giving was 
winning for the seventh time 
at Laurel. Her most recent 
victory came in the Maryland 
Million Distaff Handicap in 
September. 

In the Primonetta, the 
6-year-old daughter of Al¬ 
len's Prospect carried Hora- 
cio Karamanos to a two and 
three-quarter-length victory 
in 1:09.55 for the six furlongs 
over a fast main track. She had 
prepped for this start with a 
third place finish in the seven- 
furlong Conniver Stakes in 
March. 

"Last time she needed the 
race," said Karamanos. "She 


broke sharp out of the gate 
and put herself into striking 
position nice and easy. I just 
waited for the moment and af¬ 
ter the three-eighths pole I put 
her outside to give me a run to 
the finish. She's come back to 
be the same strong horse." 

All Giving stalked the pace¬ 
setters into deep stretch before 
driving to the lead a furlong 
from the finish line. Next best 
was Streetscape, with long- 
shot speedster What Time It Is 
holding on to be third. 

As Maryland-breds, the 
first and third finishers earned 
proportionate shares of the 
$20,000 purse bonus provided 
by the Maryland Fund, and 
added to the base purse of 
$50,000. 

"She's come back really 
well this year," said trainer 
Flint Stites. "The plan was to 
run her in an allowance race 
before we started her cam¬ 
paign this year but unfortu¬ 
nately we couldn't find that 


race. We had to run her last 
time. It was a little too far and 
this time she was back in her 
wheelhouse where she's much 
more comfortable going three- 
quarters." 

All Giving, bred by Mor¬ 
ris E. Balser's Bay wood LLC, 
now has seven stakes victories 
on her resume. Her career re¬ 
cord is 39-14-6-5 and earnings 
of $555,685. 

Indian Dance 
captures Harrison E. 
Johnson Memorial 

Sondra and Howard Bend¬ 
er's homebred Indian Dance 
was methodical in victory as 
the overwhelming race fa¬ 
vorite, rallying from just off 
the pace to win the $70,000 
Harrison E. Johnson Memo¬ 
rial Stakes for older horses on 
March 27 at Laurel Park. 

Sent to post as the 3-5 fa¬ 
vorite under Luis Garcia, the 
gelded son of Indian Charlie 
beat four others in the nine- 
furlong test, completing the 
distance in 1:51.04 and win¬ 
ning by two lengths. Zarroc 
edged Eddie C. by a neck to 
finish second. 

The base purse for the Har¬ 
rison Johnson was $50,000. 
As a Maryland-bred, Indian 
Dance earned a portion of a 
$20,000 purse enhancement 
provided by the Maryland 
Fund. 

"Even though this wasn't 
a tough race on paper, it was 
difficult," Garcia said. "They 
were walking up front and he 
was dragging me. He went 
to the lead too soon which he 
doesn't like-he wants a target 
in front. He ran really green to¬ 
day but he still won for fun." 

In his previous start, the 
4-year-old trained by Larry 
Murray rallied in the same 
manner to finish a game sec¬ 
ond in the John B. Campbell 
Handicap on February 15. 


"The lack of competition 
seemed to make him lackadai¬ 
sical," Murray said. "I was a 
little concerned Luis was go¬ 
ing to make the lead too early 
and he didn't finish as well as 
he usually does but he is still 
learning. I have no complaints. 
He is a nice horse." 

Indian Dance is now 4-for- 
6 lifetime with earnings of 
$107,575. 

Indian Dance comes from 
a long-established family at 
the Benders' Glade Valley 
Farms in Frederick, Md. His 
dam, the unraced Darlin's 
Band (by Dixieland Band), is a 
half-sister to Green Darlin (by 
Green Dancer), who carried 
the Benders' silks to victory in 
the Delaware Handicap-G2. 
Green Darlin is also the dam 
of Bender-bred stakes winner 
Dancin Rahy. 

Among Maryland's pre¬ 
mier breeder/owners of the 
last several decades, the Bend¬ 
ers purchased Indian Dance's 
second dam, Al's Darlin (by 
Alydar) for $400,000 at the 
1985 Keeneland July Yearling

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's National Ag¬ 
ricultural Statistics Service 
has mailed out more than 
21,000 forms to equine own¬ 
ers and stable operators 
to collect information on 
Maryland's equine industry 
for the 2009 calendar year. 

"It is important that ev¬ 
eryone who receives a ques¬ 
tionnaire respond. Whether 
you own a single horse for 
your family's recreational 
use or run a large breeding 
or training facility, we need 
your input," said Jim Steele, 
the chairman of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Industry Board 


and manager of Shamrock 
Farms in Woodbine. "Any¬ 
one concerned about sub¬ 
mitting personal or financial 
information should know 
that by law, all such infor¬ 
mation is strictly confiden¬ 
tial." 

The census is the only 
reliable measure of the size 
and economic impact of the 
industry for public and pri¬ 
vate decision making pro¬ 
cess. Anyone involved in 
equine activities who does 
not receive a questionnaire 
is asked to call (800) 675- 
0295 (toll free) to request a 
questionnaire.

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Monmouth Park 

A dramatic shift in New Jersey racing will 
emerge in 2010 when Monmouth Park 
offers $ 1 million in average daily purses, 
by far the highest in North America. Monmouth’s 
million-dollar meet, which gets underway on May 22, 
will showcase 50 live racing dates running through 
Labor Day, September 6. 

In total, New Jersey Thoroughbred racing will 
see 71 live dates, down from the 141 that have been 
contested the past several years. After the million- 
dollar meet, Monmouth Park will host a fall racing 
meet on Saturdays and Sundays through November 
21 . 

“These exciting changes would not have been 
possible without the collaborative effort of all 
stakeholders in New Jersey racing-specifically the 
Governors Gaming, Sports and Entertainment 
Advisory Commission and the work of Bob 
Mulcahy,” said Dennis R Robinson, president 
and CEO of the New Jersey Sports & Exposition 
Authority, which owns and operates Monmouth 
Park. “We’re confident that this new racing schedule, 
coupled with the nation’s highest purses, will 
breathe new life into this industry and become a new 
foundation for racing, breeding and tourism in the 
Garden State.” 

Following opening weekend of May 22 and 23, 
live racing returns on May 29, May 30 and May 
31 (Memorial Day). After the Memorial Day card, 
Monmouth will race on Fridays, Saturdays and 
Sundays as well as Monday, July 5 (Fourth of July 
holiday) and Monday, September 6 (Labor Day). 

The $ 1 million per day in purses more than triples 
the $331,000 in average daily purses offered at 
Monmouth in 2009. 

After the Labor Day card, Monmouth Park will 
host live racing on Saturdays and Sundays through 
November 21. Purses for those cards will range from 
$250,000 to $300,000 per day, with the exception of 
Saturday, September 18, when New Jersey-breds take 
center stage. Purses that day will be approximately $ 1 
million.

“Once again, Monmouth is on the cutting edge 
of the industry,” Robinson said. “This is a game 
changer, not just for racing in New Jersey, but for 
the entire region. The longevity of the racing season 
is nearly identical to what it’s been the past several 
years, but with fewer dates and the highest purses in 
the country, we’re more than a little optimistic that 
significant gains in attendance, handle and field size 
are quickly on the horizon.” 

Major changes to the purse structure include 
maiden special weight events, which will go for 
$75,000, and an entry level allowance test, which 
will be set at $80,000. Purses for those categories of 
races in 2009 were $38,000 and $41,000, respectively. 
Overnight stakes, which were contested for $60,000 
to $70,000 in 2009, will start at $100,000 during the 
million-dollar meeting. 

“There’s no question that this purse structure 
will generate interest from horsemen throughout 
the country,” said Robert Kulina, vice-president and 
general manager of Monmouth Park. “Bringing 
this concept to fruition would not have been 
possible without the tireless efforts of the past and 
current presidents of the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, Dennis Drazin and John 
Forbes. Also, the work of Tom Luchento of the 
Standardbred association and Tom Swales of the 
New Jersey breeders group must be recognized as key 
components to getting this agreement finalized. 

“The reality is fans have been asking for quality, 
competitive racing with larger field sizes. What 
we’re offering in 2010 should more than satiate 
that appetite and produce results favorable to fans, 
horsemen, the Sports Authority and the state of New 
Jersey. The race track expects to average 12 live races 
per day, with holiday cards likely to see 12 to 13 live 
events. 

In a major shift in New Jersey racing, 
Thoroughbreds will not compete at the 
Meadowlands in East Rutherford for the first time 
since 1977.

“The savings associated with running 
Thoroughbreds strictly at Monmouth and 
Standardbreds at the Meadowlands will help close 
the 2010 budget gap at the NJSEA,” added Robinson. 


“As time goes on, we’re optimistic that the changes 
we’re implementing this year will not only shrink our 
annual deficit, but hopefully return the Monmouth 
Park meet back to profitability.”

The Muirheads have done 
their homework on this mating. Frisky 
Cheerleader is by Roar and Artie Schiller 
is a son of El Prado (Ire), which means 
that the cross is very similar to the blood¬ 
lines of 2009 Horse of the Year Rachel 
Alexandra (who is by El Prado’s son Med- 
aglia d’Oro out of a Roar mare). Also mak¬ 
ing it special is the fact that Artie Schiller 
was bred by NCTA members Tom and De¬ 
nise Walsh. 

J im Chandley’s first foal of the year, a 
filly born on February 5, is by Chand¬ 
ley’s stallion Misbah out of Sophia Grace 
(by Fusaichi Pegasus). 

Chandley also reported that he has 
sent his stakes-placed Kanasdatsi (by 
Austin Powers-Ire) to Indiana for breed¬ 
ing to Spanish Steps.

co Cat—Saratoga Babe, by Saratoga 
Six) foaled a bay Rock Hard Ten filly on 
March 11. Bluegrass Sara is being bred 
back to Street Sense. 

Vester reported on two other mares. 
Spring Morning (Mr. Prospector—Next 
Fall, by Alleged) is in foal to Tiz Wonder¬ 
ful and is going back to Colonel John; she 
had a colt by First Samurai last year. Rus¬ 
sian Bride (Saratoga Six—Aurania, by 
Judger) had a colt by Jump Start in 2009; 
she turned 20 this year and has been re¬ 
tired. 

R obert Calabrese is expecting to move 
to North Carolina in the near future, 
and he plans to join us for our Day at the 
Races at Colonial Downs on June 19.

at Tampa. She had a setback last August, 
but was expected to make her debut this 
spring in Florida or Kentucky for trainer 
Tom Proctor. 

J ames Jones participates in the Country 
Life Farm partnership that owns 
French Moon (Malibu Moon — Sunshine 
in Paris, by French Deputy), who earned 
his second lifetime victory while scoring 
by three-quarters of a length at Laurel on 
March 11. The 4-year-old gelding is 
trained by Rachael Lively. 


S teve Laymon and John Eaton’s Picou 
(With Approval—La Cat, by Mr. Gree¬ 
ley) finished third in the $300,000 Sun¬ 
shine Millions Turf Stakes at Gulfstream 
Park on January 30. The Chad Brown 
trainee earned $33,000 for this race, 
boosting his earnings to $150,386. It was 
the third career stakes placing for the 
5-year-old gelding, who won the 2008 
Princeton Stakes. 

om and Denise Walsh had three horses 
come close to the winner’s circle in 
early 2010. Their 5-year-old gelding Lem¬ 
on Cream Pie (Lemon Drop Kid—Vennila 
Cream, by Valid Appeal) finished third in 
allowance company traveling a mile and 
an eighth on turf at Gulfstream Park on 
March 7. Grade 3-placed, Lemon Cream 
Pie is owned by the Walshes’ Never Better 
Stables and John Padden and trained by 
James Jerkens. 

Denise Walsh’s 4-year-old homebred 
filly Adare (Belong to Me—Hopalina, by 
Trempolino), trained by Tom Walsh, 
raced at Philadelphia Park on March 15, 
finishing third at a mile and a sixteenth. 

Kinsale With Me (Macho Uno — Kal- 
kara-Ire, by Desert King), bred in part¬ 
nership by Timber Bay Farm and the 
Walshes, was third in a six-furlong race 
on February 20 at Fair Grounds. The

Breeders Fund awards revised 
for 2010 Colonial Downs meet 


A fter a series of meet¬ 
ings involving the Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association, 
Virginia HBPA and Virginia 
Racing Commissions Breeders 
Fund Task Force, recommenda¬ 
tions were made and approved to 
change the 100 percent bonus for 
Virginia-bred/sired winners of 
open races at Colonial Downs to 
a 60 percent bonus forVA-bred/ 
sired runners who finish first 
through fourth. 


“While everybody likes the 
100 percent bonus as a market¬ 
ing campaign, the majority of the 
members of the VTA s Breeders 
Fund Committee felt the cap on 
the program of $10,000 a race 
really undermined the credibil¬ 
ity of the program,” said Glenn 
Petty, executive director of the 
VTA. “The sentiment was pret¬ 
ty clear—‘Figure out how much 
money we have, and pay a bonus 
first through fourth that matches 


that number.’ So the 60 percent 
simply reflects the amount of 
available funds.” 

The 100 percent owner’s 
bonus at Colonial Downs was 
instituted in 2008. Paying a full 
100 percent on all purse amounts 
for registered Virginia-bred and 
Virginia-sired winners, the fund 
generated bonus payments of 
$1.1 million. The popularity 
of the program created some 
positive buzz for Virginia-breds 
nationwide, but it depleted the 
Breeders Fund, leaving breeders 
and stallion owners anticipating 
year-end awards out of luck. 

In the face of declining 
Breeders Fund revenues — the 
Fund has declined 27 percent 
over the past two years-the 100 
percent bonus was capped at 
$10,000 per race in 2009. 

“As a result,” Petty explained, 
“some races had a 100 per¬ 
cent bonus and some didn’t. So 
the folks who won an allow¬ 
ance race only got $10,000, not 
$16,000, while breeders and stal¬ 
lion owners got next to nothing 
at the end of the year. It’s a great 
concept until wagering and fund 
revenues plummeted. In short, 
too many folks were unhappy, 
so it was simply time to make 
a change.” 

In addition, owners, trainers 
and breeders participating in the 
process all noted that second, 
third and fourth-place finishes 
needed to be compensated. A 
number of seasoned veterans, 
including VRC chairman Peter 
Burnett, emphasized how often 
horses finish somewhere other 
than first. 


The fund will also pay a new 
25 percent purse supplement on 
races restricted to Virginia-bred/ 
sired horses. 

This year the race meet will 
similarly feature a 10 percent 
breeder’s bonus. Breeders of regis¬ 
tered Virginia-bred and Virginia- 
sired horses will receive a bonus 
equal to 10 percent of the 60 
percent owners bonus being paid 
when those horses finish first 
through fourth in an open race. 
Do the math, and it turns into 
another 6 percent headed back to 
the breeding farm. 

“We wanted to give the breed¬ 
ers a bigger stake in the Colonial 
Downs meet since so much of 
the focus of the fund the past few 
years has been concentrated on a 
short period of time,” said Petty. 

Petty noted that many breed¬ 
ers sell their Virginia-breds prior 
to them ever racing at Colonial 
Downs and many more are 
claimed in the months leading up 
to the meet where Virginia-bred/ 
sired horses have increased earn¬ 
ing potential. 

“While Colonial’s 40-day 
meet is extremely important, 
Virginia’s breeders are working 
and expending precious resources 
the other 325 days as well. This 
program gives them a bigger stake 
in the race meet and helps us 
continue our efforts to balance 
the program,” said Petty. 

As in years past, the program 
will continue to host six stakes 
races restricted to registered 
Virginia-bred/sired horses. 

The 60 percent open bonus 
and 25 percent restricted race 
purse supplements will have a 
$550,000 cap. 


Challenge of filling 
VA-bred restricted races 


Y ear in and year out, it’s 
a classic chicken/egg 
problem. Virginia- bred/sired 
restricted races don’t fill because 
folks don’t enter in them.When 
asked, they say they don’t enter 
in them because they don’t fill. 

The VTA,VHBPA and track 
management have resolved to 
make every effort to write, 
fill and card more Virginia- 
bred races in 2010 at Colonial 
Downs. 

The new purse contract 
between the VHBPA and 
Colonial Downs requires the 
Colonial racing office to write 
two Virginia-bred races a week. 
Those races will appear in the 
main body of the condition 
book and not as extras. 

Jillian Tullock, the Maryland 
Jockey Club’s assistant racing 
secretary, has been hired for the 
Colonial Downs meet and unof¬ 
ficially named Virginia-bred 


coordinator. Tullock is working 
on a data base of Virginia-bred/ 
sired horses. 

Last year, 200 registered 
VA-bred/sired horses ran at 
Colonial Downs, but during 
the same time period another 
200-plus ran at other Mid- 
Atlantic tracks. 

It’s possible that there simply 
aren’t enough Virginia-bred/ 
sired horses around, and, with 
the open race bonus also offer¬ 
ing opportunities to Virginia 
runners, we may never be able 
to fill many VA-bred/sired races 
other than maiden events. With 
about 900 2, 3 and 4-year- 
old Virginia-bred/sired runners 
now available to Colonial, it 
may simply be a math problem. 

Last fall, we vowed to find 
out if we could sustain addi¬ 
tional restricted races, and we 
should know the answer to that 
question.

VRC approves 
horsemen's contract 

At its regular monthly meet¬ 
ing in March, the Virginia Racing 
Commission (VRC) approved a 
three-year horsemen’s contract 
between the Virginia HBPA and 
Colonial Downs. The new con¬ 
tract settles for the next three years 
(2010 to 2012) the contentious 
issue of race days. Throughout 
that period both parties agree to 
seek approval from the VRC for 
at least 40 race days each summer 
at the New Kent,Va., track. In the 
past, Colonial Downs has sought 
fewer days. 

The new horsemens contract 
also reduces stakes purses, includ¬ 
ing the Virginia Derby-G2, in 
favor of overnight races. During 
the three-year contract term, 
the Derby will carry a purse 
of $600,000-a substantial reduc¬ 
tion from its previous $750,000. 
In addition, horsemen’s purses 
will receive a greater share of 
simulcast revenue resulting from 
transmission and sale of Colonial’s 
live racing signal to off-track bet¬ 
ting locations and online wager¬ 
ing companies throughout the 
country. 

Condition book 
available online 

This summer’s meet starts 
on Saturday, May 29—Memorial 
Day weekend-and runs through 
Wednesday, July 21. The condi¬ 
tion book for the first 20 days is 
now available on the Web sites 
of the VHBPA (www.vhbpa.org) 
and Colonial Downs (www.colo 
nialdowns.com). It is the result 
of a collaborative effort by the 
track’s director of racing, Tyler 
Picklesimer, and the Virginia 
HBPA board of directors. Track 
management and horsemen 


worked together to devise con¬ 
ditions and distances that would 
fit the expected horse inventory 
while maximizing field size for 
wagering purposes. 

There are a number of new 
features in the condition book, 
starting with 10 races on pre¬ 
viously dark Wednesdays. Ten 
races are also carded on Mondays 
and Tuesdays. Saturday has 11 
races and Sunday nine races.Two 
steeplechase races are scheduled 
every other Sunday. There is no 
racing on Thursday and Friday. 

The number of races longer 
than a mile has increased signifi¬ 
cantly, in response to horsemen’s 
past complaints of too many 
sprints. And there are more dirt 
races, with the proportion of turf 
races dropping to about 70 per¬ 
cent from the usual 80 percent. 
That is easier on the turf, which 
is also helped by moving the rails 
on Colonial’s wide course every 
five race days. 

To help fill dirt races, the 
VHBPA is again offering its 
dirt trainer bonus program, as 
advertised in the condition book. 
Trainers running their horses for 
claiming prices of $10,000 or less 
will receive a bonus depending 
on the results of each dirt race: 
$200 (win), $100 (second), $75 
(third) and $50 (fourth to last). 

The first condition book 
also incorporates in an easy to 
understand fashion the Virginia 
Breeders Fund contribution to 
purses. Details of that program 
and its formulation for this year 
are described in the VTA s article 
on the preceding page. But here’s 
a practical example of how the 
breeders’ program works. The 
purse at Colonial for a straight 
maiden race is usually $23,000. 
A Virginia-bred/sired horse run¬ 


ning in that open maiden race is 
actually competing for a $36,800 
purse, assuming a top-four finish, 
because of the 60 percent owner’s 
bonus. However, the same maiden 
race restricted to Virginia-bred/ 
sired runners, with a 25 per¬ 
cent Breeders Fund supplement, 
carries a $28,750 purse for all 
finishers. 

In the above example, an 
owner’s option, however exer¬ 
cised, can result in a bonus from 
the Virginia Breeders Fund. An 
owner may run a Virginia-bred/ 
sired horse for a significantly 
higher purse in open competi¬ 
tion or run for a lesser purse in 
restricted company, with a higher 
purse than would normally be 
the case, against potentially lesser 
competition. 

The first condition book also 
includes two Virginia restricted 
$50,000 stakes races, the John D. 
Marsh and Oakley. Both are five 
and a half furlongs on the turf for 
horses 3 years old and up, with 
the latter for fillies and mares. In 
the past both stakes were limited 
to 3 and 4-year-old horses. 

The second condition book 
will have four additional Virginia 
restricted stakes races. Another 
restricted race, the Sissy Woolums, 
will not be run this year. 

Apart from Breeders Fund 
bonus money, Virginia-bred/sired 
horses stabled at Colonial or else¬ 
where in Virginia are entitled to 
an entry preference in all races. 
That preference, however, must 
be claimed at the time of entry.

amenities 

During this summer’s meet 
at Colonial Downs, owners and 
trainers licensed by the VRC will 
have free access to a VHBPA 


sky suite and the adjacent Turf 
Club area on the fourth floor 
in the grandstand. The suite will 
be available generally to horse¬ 
men and guests on every race 
day except Virginia Derby Day. 
Use may be limited on other 
Saturdays depending on crowd 
size. Proper attire (no jeans and 
tee shirts) is required on the 
fourth floor. 

Horsemen will likewise have 
complimentary admission to a 
designated dining and simulcast 
area near the paddock in the third 
floor Jockey Club. 

Wrist bands for access—green 
for fourth floor and red for third 
floor—will be issued to horse¬ 
men showing a VRC license at 
the ground floor Guest Services 
window in the grandstand. 

Spring race series 

The series of $2,000 flat races 
sponsored by the Virginia HPBA 
for Virginia-bred/sired horses at 
point-to-point meets in north¬ 
ern Virginia got off to a delayed 
start due to snow. But series 
veterans returned in full force at 
Warrenton and Piedmont. 

Trainer Ricky Hendriks 
saddled Debra Kachel’s Dixie 
Colony to a frontrunning vic¬ 
tory with rider Jake Chalfin 
aboard at Warrenton on March 
13. Dixie Colony, a 10-year-old 
son of Citidancer bred by Mrs. C. 
Oliver Iselin III, won the series’ 
grand finale, the $20,000 Old 
Dominion Turf Championship, at 
Great Meadow in 2006. 

Don Yovanovich-owned 
and trained Over the Lea and 
rider Diana Gillam went to the 
front and were never headed at 
Piedmont on March 20. Over the 
Lea (by Meadow Monster) was 
bred by Virginia Tech Foundation 
Inc.

Horsemen Helping Horsemen 
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International flavor 
in West Virginia 


W hen Sea Trail a 3-year- 
old West Virginia-bred 
son of Family Calling- 
Sum Secret by Devil's 
Bag, skimmed the rail turning for 
home at Charles Town on March 
10 to get a half-length victory over 
nine rivals, it signaled another highly 
promising first-time starter for owner/ 
breeder Nancy Terhune. 

Ms.Terhune's horsemanship is 
well known and her ability to send 
ready-made horses to the track is 
commendable. 

From her Camden, S.C., 
headquarters she has developed 
numerous stakes winners, including 
local favorites Bravura, Aspenglow, 
Jolie Ange and Silver Cub. 

Patience and a hands-on 
approach are essential to her daily 
regimen, possibly leading her in the 
direction of current trainer, Vernon 
Greaves. 

Greaves is not a household name 
on the Charles Town backstretch yet, 
but his amicable nature, fierce work 
ethic and family lineage are likely

to remedy that oversight in the near 
future. 

A cup of coffee and a morning 
stroll to the track revealed the 
following insight into Greaves's 
international flair: 

Greaves: As a young man I spent 
many hours competing in Pony 
Club events, but it was my mother 


(Val Greaves) and sister (Alex) that 
had their sights set firmly on the 
four-legged species. Mom was the 
first woman jockey in Europe to ride 
against professionals (in 1967). She 
also holds the distinction of being 
the first female jockey to beat 
professionals and win over hurdles 
(at Hexham in 1976). She beat males 
under our National Hunt Rules on a 
horse named Silver Gal. 

Alex is hewn from the same cloth 
as my mother. She was the first lady 
rider to compete in the Epsom 
Derby (on Portuguese Lil in 1996), 
and the first to win a Group I race in 
Europe (dead-heating for victory in 
the Nunthorpe Stakes on Ya Malak 
in 1997). She is married to successful 
trainer David Nicholls. 

It’s understandable that 
your pride runs deep when 
speaking about your family. What 
compelled you to leave your 
famous relatives? 

My passion was sports, especially 
football, or as you Yanks say, soccer. 
My interest in horses was minimal.

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because at an early age I was bit 
by the travel bug. I likened myself 
to a vagabond yearning to see 
the world. Europe, Indonesia and 
Australia were a few of my ports of 
call before landing on the shores of 
America in 1996. 

Camden, South Carolina, 
became home. I soon reacquainted 
myself with the horse business while 
working for Kip Elser doing sales prep. 

It may have taken me longer 
than my family expected, but the 
desire to make horses my passion 
arrived. 

How did you make the 
transition from sales prep to 
racing? 

In 2005 I traveled to Colonial 
Downs in Virginia and got a taste 
for local racing. After the 2008 meet 
concluded I shifted my focus to 
Charles Town and my wife, Elke, and I 
have been here since. 

Elke’s accent is very distinctive. 
Does she hail from a racing 
background as well? 


Her father and she worked chiefly 
with Arabians in Germany. She is 
a great asset to me at the barn; 
however, her first priority is our two 
children. 

Is there a fundamental 
difference in training philosophies 
between Europe and the United 
States? 

No matter where you are good 
help is essential. I spend countless 
hours at the barn because I am a 
perfectionist.Training-wise I think 
Europeans focus on fitness and 
keeping a horse relaxed. In the 
States we concentrate on pace and 
speed. Either approach requires the 
horse to be happy. 

The track here is three-quarters 
of a mile. Can you keep a horse 
relaxed in such a compacted 
environment? 

It is difficult. At any given time 
the track is a cacophony of sights 
and sounds. I like to train early 
before the intense activity begins 
and occasionally make use of the 
training track. 


With a client like Nancy 
Terhune, West Virginia-bred talent 
is highly likely. What are your 
dreams and future plans? 

My dream is to make a good 
living for my family and train a 
modest string of horses. My biggest 
fear is my inability to sell myself. 

Charles Town has a lot to offer. 

The money here is good, while many 
of the negative connotations that 
surround its name are wrong. All 
you have to do is look at the entries 
and you'll see talented conditioners 
shipping in nightly. I have found 
the area a great place to raise my 
children and further my career. 

Winning with a first-time starter 
is a strong training feat. Good job 
with Sea Trail. 

I would describe him as a 
gifted but introverted boy. Travis 
Dunkelberger rode a fine race on 
Sea Trail, unleashing a devastating 
late run. It's funny. My wife can 
walk him under the shedrow with 
a shoestring, but let a man try the 
same thing and he is geared up for 
battle. 


WEST VIRGINIA-BRED 
ACCREDITATION PROCESS 

If a horse is foaled out of state but sired by a WV stallion it is registered as 
WV-sired only. It may participate in Accredited WV-Bred restricted races. The 
breeder does not participate in the WV Thoroughbred Development Fund. 

If a horse is not foaled in WV and not by a WV stallion it may fall into 
a raiser category if it was properly enrolled in the Raiser program 
before its yearling year and remained in the state during that year. 

It may participate in some Accredited WV-Bred Races. Owners of 
Raisers participate in the WV Thoroughbred Development Fund. 

If a horse not foaled in WV does not meet the above descriptions it is not 
eligible for registration with the WV Thoroughbred Development Fund 
and can not participate in Accredited WV-Bred restricted races.
